Teachers’ unions accept increase of £6 


Unions representing 460,000 
teachers in England and Wales 
accepted a £6 a week all-round 
pay increase yesterday. It will 
come into effect in ApriL The 
neW settlement* -which was 
reached in just over two hours, 
will add about £140m to the 
present pay bill of about 
£ 1,866m. It will add £312 a 
year to the present minim urn 
starting salary of £2^53 for a 
teacher. The present average 
salary is £3,750. 


The new scales will bring 
teachers’ pay to about the fol¬ 
lowing levels: scale one, 
£2.565 to £4,056; scale two. 
£2,967 to £4.524; scale three, 

£3,669 to £5,229; scale four, 
£4368 to £5,832. Senior teachers 
will get between £4,680 and 
£6,252. The new pay for deputy 
heads will range from a maxi¬ 
mum of £4,584 to £7,704 accord¬ 
ing to the size of school. 

The maximum pay for heed 


teachers is now £4,638 to 
£9,996. But anyone earning 
£8300 a year or more will not 
receive an increase in April. 

A union rhim for an increase 
of a fifth in die London weight¬ 
ing allowances was not conce¬ 
ded. The unions had been seek¬ 
ing to have allowances raised 
from £351, £267 mid £141 to

A total of £500,000 is needed 
for a large-scale restoration of 
Beverley Minster, which will 
extend over the next -10 years.

Lord Middleton said they had 
deferred their appeal so as not 
to clash with chose for York 
Minster, Selby Abbey and Holy 
Trinity, Hull. ** Even now our 
appeal will .inevitably clash 
somewhat with that being made 
for Canterbury Cathedral”, he 
said.

Cyprus committee to get 
full power as before

A dispute between the Select 
Committee on Cyprus and .the 
Government seems to have been 
settled as a result of the Prime 
Minister’s - intervention. For 
more than a week MPs of the 
committee have opposed a- gov¬ 
ernment motion that would have 
deprived them of the power to 
send for people, papers and 
records thereby preventing 
them from taking evidence from 
Mr Callaghan, Foreign and Com¬ 
monwealth. Secretary, or from 
one of his junior ministers.

Republic of Cyprus with par¬ 
ticular reference to cbe current 
position of United Kingdom 
residents there”. 

The committee thought that 
was unreasonable because there 
were subjects raised by people 
whom the members met in 
Cyprus last year on which they 
wanted to hear evidence from 
Mr Callaghan or a junior minis¬ 
ter. The committee had evidence 
from Mr Hattersley, Minister 
of State, before it visited the 
island. 

When the committee com¬ 
plained about the restricted 
terms of reference some mem¬ 
bers were told that Mr Cal¬ 
laghan wished to avoid public 
questioning-because of the deli¬ 
cate state of relations between 
Britain and Greece and Turkey.

The habits of drinkers in 
Scotland, where alcoholism was 
said yesterday to be four times 
as bad as in England, are to be 
monitored every five years' on 
behalf of the Scottish Health 
Education Unit. 

The unit is launching a pub¬ 
licity campaign throughout this 
year and 1977, using the press, 
television and leaflets, as well 
as 'counsellor training schemes, 
co impress on people the danger 
of drink. 

Dr David Player, director of 
the unit, said * at a Glasgow 
press conference yesterday that 
the campaign was “nor in the 
same league ” 'as the drink in¬ 
dustry's advertising, which had 


Jed to a dramatic .increase in 
alcohol consumption aver the 
past 10 years. 

* The health education cam¬ 
paign is estimated to cost 
£252,000, which will be entirely 
borne by taxpayers. The drink 
industry, he said, spent £3 0m a 
year. 

Dr Player said it was esti¬ 
mated that there were 75,000 
alcoholics in Scotland, but the 
figure might be as bizh as 
120,000, and a bout 300,000 
people in Scotland were in¬ 
directly affected- by' alcohol 
abuse. 

The cost of alcoholism to 
Scottish industry was estimated 
at £35m at-least. Admissions to 
psychiatric hosoitals for alco¬ 
holics rose hy 89 per cent be¬ 
tween 1965 and 1973.

Mr Raymond Edwards, assist¬ 
ant general secretary of Apex, 
has written to Miss Betty Lock- 
wood, chairman of -the commis¬ 
sion, enclosing advertisements, 
from The Times of January 14 
containing such expressions as. 
“super girl” and **fashion- 
conscious person with a size 
four foot . 

Mr Edwards has previously 
complained to The Times about 
its advertising, policy and the 
use of the headline.

“ Although The Times promised 
to review its policy it does not 
appear to have done so. The 
policy seems to be to try to 
circumvent the Sex Discrimina¬ 
tion Act. . 

“Evidently The Times feels 
it is' -not breaking the law by 
advertising for a super girl or 
placing advertisements under 
the heading * Pour. Ia femme \ 
This attitude is against public 
policy .as well as the law. Other 


comply wirh the Act. The Times 
has sought to avoid tbe law by 
such devices as using the 
French language.” 

Mr Brian Wexham, telephone 
sales manager of The Times, 
said: “We got rid of 4 Women’s 
Appointments’ six months ago. 
People ring up saying we have 
contravened the Act, biit they 
go away with a flea in their 
ear when we say the advertiser 
employs fewer than six people, 
or the-advertisement is for an 
overseas appointment and there¬ 
fore -exempt. 

“Expressions such as ‘Poor 
la femme* are all right where 
something is specifically for 
women, snch as women’s 
clothes. The Times is one of 
the newspapers that would 
come . under close' scrutiny and 
we have taken the utmost care” 

The advertisement asking for 
a “ super girl ” was placed by 
Linroy Fashions Ltd, of Larfg- 
ham. Street, Westminster, which 
is selling agent for a French 
clothing manufacturer and a 
Swedish swimwear producer. 
Miss Mary Satchell, sales mana¬ 
ger, said :“We employ four 
people and are therefore exempt 
from the Act”.

Cemetery cleared as probation experiment

A former burglar has made 
a point of cleaning George 
Eliot’s grave as part of work 
being done by men on proba¬ 
tion who are clearing the under¬ 
growth of Highgate cemetery. 

■ -The former burglar said: 
“ I have a biography of George 
Eliot at home. I made a point 
of finding out where her grave 
was; we - did it in my lunch 
hour and cleared away the 
mess.” . 

He is one of a group taking 
part in an experimental project 
conducted by the Inner London 
Probation and Aftercare Ser¬ 
vice. as alternatives to more 


traditional punitive measures. 

Cleaning the cemetery is one 
of three projects in London to 
ease into work young men 
whose histories of repeated 
offences and custodial sen¬ 
tences have rendered them un¬ 
able it> keep a job. Tbe men 
are paid wages from a grant 
made to the probation service 
by the Urban Deprivation Unit 
of the Home Office. 

At Rotherhithe, men from the 
project are converting ware¬ 
houses for use by craftsmen. 
In Kensington others are re¬ 
decorating a flat to house de¬ 
prived people. 

The pilot scheme gives jobs 


to people aged between 18 and 
22 with poor wtxrk records over 
the previous two years and no 
job of more than three month's, 
duration iu the previous year. 

Probation staff meet Camden 
council officials today to dis¬ 
cuss how much it will pay to¬ 
wards the work and whether 
it can be continued. 

The former burglar, who had 
been out of work since 1973, 
takes home about £24 a week, 
compared with the £8.60 be says 
he got “on the dole”. 

Men taking part in the pro¬ 
jects say that staff, by being 
gentle with them at first, en¬ 


courage them to get back into 
the work habit. “They aren't 
on your back tbe whole time ”, 
one said. “ It’s better than 
building skyscrapers”, another 
said. A third added: “I worked 
in stores and was bored stiff 
watching the clock all day. This 
is different.” 

Bur they can be dismissed, a 
power that has been used. If 
they are late for work they may 
find that someone comes to 
fetch them. 

A total of 22 men are work¬ 
ing on the three projects and 
that number will increase to 
35 or 40 in the next few months. 


Children march 
to save 
their school 

More than a hundred chil¬ 
dren arrived in London by 
coach yesterday in an attempt 
to prevent the closure of their 
secondary school in the Hert¬ 
fordshire village of Redbourn. 

They went to the Department 
of Education and Science to 
deliver a petition, signed by 
1,216 people, to Mr Mulley, the 
Secretary of State, and some 
took a letter addressed to Mr 
Wilson to Downing Street.

LORD WELLS-PESTELL, Lord 
in Waiting—The need for the clos¬ 
est cooperation between all agen¬ 
cies concerned with children at 
risk and for a full and frank 
exchange of relevant information 
between all those involved has 
wen a central feature In the gui¬ 
dance which has been issued on 
this subject by the Secretary of 
State for Sodal Services and the 
secretaries of state of other depart* 
nwno who have responsibility 
Such guidance Is kept under con 
tlnuous review. 

It has been reinforced in gui¬ 
dance on good practice which has 
been prepared and Issued locally 
by the area review committees set 
up in England and Wales to 
coordinate the activities of all the 
agencies involved in theta- areas. 

It will again be emphasized in 
guidance which the Secretary of 
State for Sodal Services will be 
issuing from her department early 
next month. 

LORD ELTON—Does he agree 
that the breakdown In communi¬ 
cations and some other ills which 
the welfare services experience 
arise in part from the fact thay 
over 60 per cent of the workers in 
those services, with the exception 
or the probation service, are un¬ 
trained ? 

Would he agree that the 30 to 40 
per cent of the minority of trained 
and experienced workers naturally 
progress to higher points in the 
hierarchy where they are adminis¬ 
tratively employed ? If that Is so, 
what steps arc taken by local auth¬ 
orities to draw on this reservoir of 
experience and training to provide 
In-house or in-service training for 
those who are not so qualified ? 

LORD WELLS-PESTELL—It has 
been a matter of grave concern to 
a large number of people who are 
familiar with the demands in the 
field of professional sodal work 
that so many people engaged in it 
today are untrained. But we are 
faced with a serious problem. 

There are an enormous number 
of. children who need some land of 
visitation and supervision. The 
local authority sodal service is like 
a vast army locked in battle. It has 
got to deal with the enemy and has 
no time to disengage and look at 
what is going on. 

But he is right. We ought to be 
spending more money on the train¬ 
ing of sodal workers. 

T would like to think that those 
who occupy the higher positions in 
local authority sodal services who 
arc now on the administrative side 
and have come up from the grass 
roots are putting their expertise 
and knowledge at the service of 
those who arc being trained. It is a 
matter that we have to watch care¬ 
fully. 

LADY GATTSKELL (Lab)—The 
whole community stands con¬ 
demned: not only the sodal 
workers but friends and neigh¬ 
bours of this poor woman whose 
child died. It is not so much exper¬ 
tise or training that is needed but a 
little plain commonsense, which 
might have prevented this tragedy. 

LORD WELLS-PESTELL—I am 
not so sore it Is as simple as that. 
There was no complaint, as I un¬ 
derstand the situation, at any rim<» 
from any neighbours who might or 
might not have known of the situa¬ 
tion. 

The case load of the average 
social worker in our local authori¬ 
ties Is enormous. X hope wo shall 
not develop from battered babies 
and battered wives ro battering 
social workers who on the whole 
arc doing a magnificent job. 

LORD HAILSHAM OF ‘ST 
MARYLEBONE-—Was there not 
a danger signal in this tragic 
case, the failure to note the signif¬ 
icance of the fact that the mother 
would not admit people to her 
house ? What are the Government 
doing to impress upon local auth¬ 
orities the importance of recogniz¬ 
ing signals of that kind, which can 
he seen without much training 7 
LORD WELLS-PESTELL—This 
is a signal that Is well known ro 
experienced people. Unfortunately 
it is not often or always appre¬ 
ciated by the untrained person. It 
was perhaps a little unfortunate 
that that was the situation in this 
case. I do not think there Is any 
need for the Government to im¬ 
press upon local authorities that 
this is a point that has to he 
watched. This .has already been 
pointed out. 

LORD LEATHERLAND (Lab)—

Plans exist for getting

I am sure time the House would 
wish to join me in expressing our 
deep sympathy for all those who 
have suffered in the recent fight¬ 
ing. It is. however, difficult to see 
what practical steps outsiders, and 
particularly countries outside the 
Arab , world, can take in an extre¬ 
mely complex and difficult situa¬ 
tion without running the risk of 
making matters even worse than 
they are already.

MR HATTERSLEY—Discussions 
are going on at this moment and 
like Mr Amery I do not want to say 
anything that might prejudice the 
chances of the discussions ending 
with a degree of success. On one 
point no caution is necessary. 

We have made dear and public— 
the Prime Miirister put it In his 
message to the Lebanese Prime 
Minister at Christmas—that onr 
commitment to the continued terri¬ 
torial integrity and independence 
of Lebanon Is absolute. That 


remains our established policy, the 
policy we have tried to follow 
during our consultations within the 
Community, with the United 
States, and with other countries 
and governments who we felt could 
help in these matters. 

On the present military situation 
our evidence is that the Palestinian 
forces that have passed into the 
Lebanon are probably not as great 
as some reports have made out. If 
that is true the first premise on 
which Mr Amery based Ms ques¬ 
tion—that they could not have 
passed over the border without the 
connivance of the Syrian authori¬ 
ties—does not necessarily stand. 
There would be grave Implications 
if this conflict were to extend. 
Consultation we have had during 
recent months will be continued in 
the hope we can play some pari in 
bringing it to an end. 

MR HATTERSLEY—The words 
I quoted from the Prime Minister’s 
message referred to the territorial 
integrity and Independence. That 
must mean the people of the 
Lebanon have a right to choose the 
form of government they want—I 
hope in peace and in the shortest 
possible time. 

MR ROYLE (Richmond upon 
Thames, Richmond, C)—While 
recognizing the need for caution, 
there are reports this afternoon of 
the massing of troops by Irael and 
Syria on the Lebanese border.

House of Commons 

Today at 2.30: Debate on motion to 
take note of Public Accounts com- 


MR BOOTH. Minister of State 
for Employment (Barrow-in-Fur¬ 
ness. Lab), moved, that pursuant 
to the Parliament Acts, 1911 and 
1949, the House of Commons 
should suggest to tiie House of 
Lords amendments to tite Trade 
Union ' and Labour- Relations 
(Amendment) Bill. 

The Government suggested 
amendment which be moved was to 
insert a new section " Charter on 
freedom of die press ” providing 
that If a charter is agreed among 
newspaper employers, editors, and 
journalists’ trade unions within a 
year of the passing of the Bin, the 
Secretary of State for Employment 
should lay a draft of the charter 
before Parliament. 

The amendment provided that if 
no such charter is-- agreed the 
Secretary of State sbaH draw off 
one after consultation. 

Tbe amendment also provided 
that an agreed chatter should con¬ 
tain practical guidance for 
employers, trade unions and edi¬ 
tors and other journalists on mat¬ 
ters relating to the freedom of the 
press. 

That guidance would have to 
Include gitidance on the avoidance 
of improper pressure to distort or 
suppress news, comment, or criti¬ 
cism, the application of union 
membership agreements to Journa¬ 
lists (and In particular the right of 
editors to discharge their duties 
and to commission and to publish 
any article) and the question of 
access for contributors. 

The charter, whether imposed or 
agreed, must provide for the con¬ 
stitution of a body to bear any 
complaint by a person aggrieved 
by a failure on the part of any 
other person to observe any pro¬ 
vision of tbe charter; issuing to 
the parties a declaration as to 
whether such a complaint was 
well-founded and securing the pub¬ 
lication of its decision. 

Tbe charter would be subject to 
approval bv Lords and Commons 
and could be revised. 

The suggested amendment pro¬ 
vided that while a failure to 
observe tbe charter would not of 
Itself render a person Sable to 
proceedings, a charter should be 
admissible in evidence' and any 
provision of the charter could be 
taken into account in court pro¬ 
ceedings. .- 

Just as important 

MR PRIOR, Opposition spokes¬ 
man on employment, moved an 
amendment to the suggested 
amendment to leave out the words 
in and after brackets relating to 
the rights of editors and access of 
cootribnrors and substitute: “ in¬ 
cluding the rlgit of journalists not 
to be unreasonably excluded or 
expelled from trade unions and to 
belong to the union of their choice 
and the right of editors to dis¬ 
charge their duties free from any 
obb'gacion to join a trade union, 
the right of editors to commission 
and to publish or refuse to publish 
any material, and the 


longer, let the Royal Commission 
have a look «it, then bring what¬ 
ever con elutions they came to bart: 
to the House. 

Tbe charter had so powers and 
the need tor powers of redress by 
an Ixdured party which was the 
main difference between the two 
sides of the Commons. Redress 
would strengtien the band of the 
Individual against the pressures 
put on him by Ms employers who. 
In turn, bad bad pressures put on 
them by the unions. It would give 
strength to the employer to resist 
union pressure and it -would give 
the individual g fair chance of 
holding Ms job or - <*ia»t«wng 
damages if he'lost it. 

It was true that if a case was 
taken to the c o urt s through the 
operation of the common law foe 
court would be able to form an 
assessment of whether or sot treat¬ 
ment meted out to the individual 
bad been fair but legal-advice sug¬ 
gested that there was little likely 
to happen as a result of trying to 
pursue a common law action. Thar 
-was why the words which Lord 
Goodman had put in were foe min¬ 
imum required to protect the In¬ 
terests of tbe editor who was told 
by tbe NUJ be .most submit to 
discipline but refused to do SO, and 
the journalist. who was exp tiled 
from the paper. 

A strengthened charter with a 
Conservative amendment dealing 
with pobttc policies did not auto¬ 
matically give the charter the force 
of law but it gave a chance mid left 
the courts to decide. 

This is a vital issue (he said). If 
the Commons does not concern 
itself with the freedom of the press 
it does not concent itself with 
anything. We are atirfng that there 
should be some proper remedy for 
someone who is put into a position 
which be feds is against his in¬ 
terest or against the interest of the 
freedom be Wishes to support. 

The Opposition amendment 
could not be interpreted as being 
anti-union. Tbe unions needed the 
law when they were weak and it 
would be Wrong of them to think 
that they could disregard the law 
now that they were strong. 

We can get agreement on this 
(be said). Tt is the minimum 
amount of law that is required and 
at the same time the Opposition 
accept that for some- time ft is the 
maximum amount of law ti 13 * 
tiioold be permitted. 

The amendments concerned with

tbe House, and I appeal to Labour 
MPs who wish to see a free press 
maintained in Hite c ountry to give 
us their support.

The ambiguous and ineffective 
provisions put forward were no 
substitute for the proper 'safe¬ 
guards of foe Act, which Mr Foot 
sought to remove. At least tbe 
position could be Improved by in- 
corparating the text of the amend¬ 
ment. 

MR EDWARD FLETCHER 
(Darlington, Lab) said the Bill did 
not give onions foe right to 
demand a dosed shop.

Juvenile crime: retribution alone insufficient 


The EARL of LYTTON. opening 
a do bate on foe continuing growth 
of juvenile crime, said most delin¬ 
quents did not need psychiatric 
treatment. They were not Itinky 
hut naughty. When girls took to 
crime foe female of foe species was 
more deadly than the male. 

LADY YOUNG, for foe Opposi¬ 
tion, said some of the most persis¬ 
tent and violent criminals were 
under 17. Particularly disturbing 
was ibc fact that neither coorts. 
police nor local authorities seemed 
able to deal with foe problem. The 
public were losing faith in the 
penal system and in social workers. 

The EARL of LONGFORD (Lab) 
said it was useful to examine the 
causes of foe especially high delin¬ 
quency among young blacky people. 
There was a feeling of alienation 
from foeir parents’ background, 
poor housing, and conventional 
reaching which did not aHow for 
the child's sodal background. 

LORD WIG ODER (L) said in 
many areas there were no remand 
centres for young people, so they 
went to prisons, and there was a 
lack of secure places in community 
homes. Magistrates on the juvenile 
panel should, perhaps, have been 
entrusted with more power to 
determine what sort of care a 
particular offender should be 
given. 

LORD LEC0NFIELD and EGRE- 
MONT, in a maiden speech, said 
liaison between the courts and 
sodal services should be increased. 
The authorities should shun foe 
simplistic solution in which the 
level and severity of tbc punish¬ 
ment was merely increased. A com- 
passionate understanding of the 


background and motives lying 
behind each case was needed. 

LORD SOPER (Lab) said they 
were living In ibe first secular age 
for many, if not the overwhelming 
number, of these young people. It 
they had no religious background 
where were they to find foe chal¬ 
lenge of foe moral issue ? 

Was it not significant that those 
who had officially kicked out reli¬ 
gion had bod to introduce what 
they called self-criticism ? This 
reminded (dm often of the Metho¬ 
dist class meeting which, whatever 
its failures and disadvantages, ax 
(cast posed to tbe faithful regularly 
the contribution they could make 
to the good, tbclr failure to do so, 
and foe difference between foeir 
actual behaviour and the way In 
which they ought to behave. 

VISCOUNT MASSEREENE and 
FERRARO iC) said many parents 
gave their children magnificent 
Christmas and birthday presents. 
That salved their conscience a bit 
In relation to neglect tn other 
directions. Mothers were needed in 
foe home. Wbat job could be inore 
important than foe correct bring¬ 
ing up of children ? 

The BISHOP of LEICESTER 
said he saw foe cause of their 
present troubles not so mock in 
sex and violence on television as In 
foe illusion spread by interviewers 
in the media thac if only tbe com¬ 
mon man knew all foe truth he 
could debupk even- known auth¬ 
ority on every subject. This was 
extremely damaging and dan¬ 
gerous. ‘V 

L0RD CLIFFORD of CHUD- 
LEICH safd there had been a terri¬ 
fic increase in juvenile alcoholism. 
The drug culture was on the dec¬ 
line, but teenage drunkenness 


often leading to crime was on foe 
increase. 

LADY MACLEOD of BORVE 
said she blamed parents. They and 
foeir children were box watchers. 
Parents also failed to communicate 
with foeir children. They did not 
even talk to them. Children cer¬ 
tainly did not communicate with 
foeir parents. This went through to 
teachers, too. 

If teachers and social service 
workers did not teach wbat good 
parents thought was right for foeir 
children, those children would 
become indistiplined parents and 
perhaps break the law themselves. 

LADY STEWART of ALVE- 
CHURCH (Lab) said they should 
not exaggerate foe size of the prob¬ 
lem and sbonld avoid statements 
which might undermine young peo¬ 
ple’s confidence. 

LADY MASHAM of ILTOK said 

Discontented young people were 
flocking together, forming disrup¬ 
tive gangs robbing, stabbing, and 
beating op foe Innocent. They 
needed a meaningful challenge tn 
life, and good leadership Instead of 
drowning their sorrows in false 
outlets like drinking and drugs 
which led to and-sodal behaviour. 

LORD HARRIS of GREEN¬ 
WICH, Minister of State. Home 
Office, said recorded crime In Eng¬ 
land and Wales bad more than 
doubled in foe past 20 years. But 
there was no evidence tbat juvenile 
crime was increasing at a seriously 
disproportionate rate. 

There was, however, a bard core 
of recidivist, disturbed and violent 
juvenHes unresponsive to ail 
measures to help and control them. 
They were a danger to themselves, 
their schools, and the community. 

The Children and Young Persons 
Act, 1969, had been under review 


by foe Home Secretary and others 
and tbe Government hoped to 
make a statement soon. The strong 
views which this legislation con¬ 
tinued to provoke were uat 
focused on the general alms and 
philosophy of the Act which were 
to keep children and young people 
out Of foe criminal justice system 
when possible. 

We should resist the te m pt a tion 
(he said) to think that all would 
somehow be perfectly all right If In 
some magical way we could go 
back to foe situation before tbat 
Act. Tbe rise in juvenile offending 
has outpaced our capacity to find 
resources to deal with It. 

There was overwhelming pres¬ 
sure from foe police, the profes¬ 
sional services, and many magis¬ 
trates for more secure accommoda¬ 
tion. They had to have more 
though foe cost was so high. 

The successful care, control, and 
treatment of delinquent children 
could be carried out only by men 
and women with proper training, 
experience and devotion, whether 
In the community or In institu¬ 
tions. This was a difficult and 
sometimes unrewarding task. 
There were not enough of them 
and in all likelihood there never 
could be. 

Retribution alone was insuffi¬ 
cient. They must seek a society In 
which children's needs for secur¬ 
ity, loving support and opportunity 
for seif-fidfUment were met in 
foeir homes, schools, and work¬ 
places. 

They could not expect a quick or 
easy answer to foe problem; it was 
so deeply rooted in society. There 
never was a golden age and it was 
useless looking to foe past for foe 
answer.

or could not be published.

MPs bad to decide whether foe

Jail threat 
to potato 
hoarders in 
Belgium

The Belgian Government 
today announced' swingeing 
penalties for anyone refusing 
m sell potatoes at prices it 
-fixed last week. The derision is 
designed, -to relieve the shop 
shortages and black-marketeer- 
ujjg which have followed the 
wholesale and retail price 
freezes. 

. The penalties range from 
fines of between 4,000 francs 
; (about £50) and 40m francs 
{about ■ £500,000) to prison sen¬ 
tences of between one month 
' and five years. 

The maximum penalties are 
particularly severe because .the 
Government has invoked ‘ a 
.1945 law which was intended 
to scare off profiteers during 
the latter, stages of the Second 
World War. No Belgian court 
today is likely to act as 
harsMy as the law permits. 

, ..The.new measure affects all 
Belgian .supplierS of potatoes, 
including producers, whole¬ 
salers and retailers. It will be 
illegal to hold back potatoes by 
stockpiling them or refusing to 
sell mem at the recommended 
maximum wholesale price of 8 
francs a ldlo (about 5p a lb) 
or. retail price of 10 francs a 
kilo (about 6p a lb). 

.' Mr Fernand Herman, the 
Minister for Economic Affairs, 
said last night that if potatoes 
do -not reappear in tbe shops 
at the Government’s recom¬ 
mended .prices within tbe next 
few days he will act to requisi¬ 
tion Belgian stock. 

I . Since the introduction of the 
price freeze it has been almost 
Impossible for Belgian house¬ 
wives to buy potatoes at rea¬ 
sonable prices. Most shops and 
supermarkets have either com¬ 
pletely run out or are selling 
under the counter at prices of 
up to 20 friancs a kilo (about 
12p a lb). 

The genera] rise in prices 
was originally caused by a 15 
per cent shortfall in the Bel¬ 
gian crop and large export

said. 

“Why this incredible and 
deplorable demonstration ? It 
is said, because the Church is 
against abortion, because the 
Church has confirmed its rules 
for sexual morality. Incredible, 
but that is wbat they say.”

Iceland delays decision on

Reykjavik, Jan 21.—Mr Hall- 
grimsson, the Icelandic Prime

Kadena Base, Okinawa, Jan 
21.—Two Spanish seamen, the 
sole survivors from the crew of 
32 of the Norwegian super¬ 
tanker Berge Istra which van¬ 
ished in the western Pacific, 
tonight swore never to go to 
sea again. 

Sen or Epifanio Padromo 
Lopez, aged 37, a father of nine 
with a new-born son he has not 
yer seen, said: “ I would prefer 
to go begging before I go back 
to a ship.” He and Senor Imeldo 
Barreto Leon, aged 41. were 
giving their first full account 
at an American forces base of 
the fate of the 227,556-ton ore 
and oil carrier which dis¬ 
appeared -without trace three 
weeks ago. 

The two men. both from 
Tenerife in the Canary Islands, 
told of three explosions, one of 
which almost capsized the ship. 
Senor Lopez said he was on 
deck at the time fully clothed, 
but the explosion ripped off 
everything but his undershirt. 

Then their 19 long days of 
misery began, adrift on a life- 
raft, eating raw fish and drink¬ 
ing rainwater—praying, they 
said, for a miracle or an angel 
to save them. 

Officials at the rescue centre 
at Kadena tonight called off a 
search for further survivors 
after hearing their story. The 
Berge Istra was last heard from 
on December 29 southwest of 


Mimdanao island in the Philip¬ 
pines while on a voyage from 
Brazil to Japan. 

The two seamen said they 
were in a group of four scraping 
paint at the bow of the ship at 
about 4.45 p.m. on December 
30 when they heard something 
resembling a rush of air, fol¬ 
lowed immediately by an 
explosion. 

Speaking through an in¬ 
terpreter, they told a press 
conference how two more ex¬ 
plosions shook the ship, send¬ 
ing it to the bottom within 
about three minutes. Escap¬ 
ing firom the whirlpool as the 
ship went down, they scrambled 
into a lifcraft. It contained 
rations and water for 10 days 
and when these ran out they 
depended on what they could 
catch. 

Twice they spotted ships as 
they drifted across the Pacific 
but it was not until three days 
ago that a Japanese tuna fish¬ 
ing vessel took them on board. 

The two explained how the 
second explosion, though ap¬ 
parently smaller than the first, 
seemed to open the ship and 
almost capsized it. They bad 
finished untying the raft when 
there was a third explosion on 
the starboard side as the ship 
sank.

David Howard, aged 29, a 
bank clerk from Scotland, was 
sentenced to a coral of 80 years 
imprisonment by the Athens 
Criminal Court early today for 
breaking the Greek laws on 
narcotics. The court ruled that 
he will serve 17 years in jail, 
the longest prison sentence im¬ 
posed on a Briton here on such 
charges.

The seat of the Government 
of KwaZulu, the Zulu' home¬ 
land, is being moved from 
Nougoma go . Ulundi, near .the 
site of ■ the battlefield . where 
British forces finally defeated 
the.Zulus in July, 1879, 

. From about the end of das 
month the business pf Kwa¬ 
Zulu mH be conducted within 
a mile or" two of a large monu¬ 
ment topped by a dome; which 
bears not only a plaque nam¬ 
ing thd few British who died at 
Ulundi but also an inscription 
in memory of the 1,000 or 
more. Zulus who died there.; - 

.Ir-reads: “In memory of the 
brave warriors who fell here in 
1879 in defence of the old 
Zulu- border.” 

/’New houses and small 
offices lave been laid out in. a 
settlement on the green pla¬ 
teau above the White Umfokm 
river .across which General 
Lord Chelmsford and big army 
toiled. But though both b lacks 
and. wbkes will work at Ulundi, 
only' blacks will be allowed to 
live there.

Irvii^ War die 
Vastly admired when it 
opened las; year's Stratford 
season, Terry Hands's produc¬ 
tion arrives at the Aldwych as 
the first of the English his¬ 
tories to join the RSC’s Lon* 
don repertory. 

Henry V is a notoriously 
difficult piece to square with 
the postwar conscience, and for 
some people it, is acceptable 
only as a nationalist propa¬ 
ganda pageant with a private 
and sceptical play going on 
inside.' That is not uie treat¬ 
ment it gets in this version in 
which Operation Agin court is 
still _ allowed to emerge as . 
heroic; but the tone is none 
the less as queasy as anyone 
could wish. The production 
embraces the principle that 
where history records what men 
did, drama records what they 
felt while-they were doing it 
Which, in this case, means the 
harsh and painful education of 
a military sovereign. 

There is not much in Henry's 
part to support such a .reading. 
Even his most-intimate scenes 
are fired by political motive, 
and his one soliloquy is a string 
of Tudor commonplaces on 
miseries of kingship. However, 
t hat scene offers a starting 
example of how Alan Howard 
and his director have gone to 
work. Left alone after his con¬ 
versation with the common 
soldiers, Mr Howard launches 
the soliloquy on a note of self- 
pitying hysteria, reaching its 
climax in a bribe' to the 
Almighty which might have 
been voiced by bis guilty father. 
The speech consists largely of 
an attack on the vanity of 
“ceremony” which again gets 
powerful emphasis: followed 
immediately by the Crispin’s 
Day battle speech, where an 
equal positive emphasis is given 
to “honour”. The pointing up 
of this contradiction is one 
example of how much it costs 
him to play the leader. 

The performance is mined 
with similar incidents. Howard 
grapples on the floor with the 
treacherous Scroop, as a father 
who has let him down. He prac¬ 
tically vomits after hurlim the 
barbarous threats at Harneur; 
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Alan Howard 


and again half way through 
reading the roll call of the 
French dead. His stainless ad¬ 
venture is haunted by the 
Ease cheap ghosts; and when 
Bardolph is caught robbing the 
church Howard has .to stand 
and give the execution order, 
with Pistol looking him 
straight in the eye; an ordeal 
that shakes his nerve with the 
French herald. Then, in a 
wonderful transition, he begins 
a 'baking speech, hits by 
aeddent on a joke, and a smile 
of surprised delight steals 
across his face at his own 
powers of recovery, and his 
capacity to keep on acting. 

None of which'would amount 
to a portrait of Henry V 
without the -conventional attrib¬ 
utes ; all of which Howard 
possesses in abundance—a voice 


Repaying the American debt 


Three current exhibitions, all 
outside London and all 
organized by public bodies, are 
showing recent work by three 
British painters. The trio are 
around 40—established at the 
beginning of the middle 
generation of artists—and so it 
goes without saying that they 
owe a debt to America. In fact, 
the common feature about 
their work is how they have 
asserted their originality in the 
face of the powerful influence 
of New York. 

Mark Lancaster -seems to 
have succumbed to the greatest 
extent, perhaps because be is 
now living and working in 
America. H is recent paintings 
can be seen in Bristol (until 
February 14) at the Arnolfini’s 
sumptuous new premises bn 
Narrow Quay. This arts com¬ 
plex; with its cosmopolitan, 
highly-refined culture pro¬ 
gramme, is an appropriate 
location for his work, which 
has the elegant, subdued 
vigour that is typical of much 
abstract painting today. And 
like many of his contem¬ 
poraries—in this period with¬ 
out clear directions or new 
ideas—Lancaster harks back to 
the art history of the last 20 
years. 

In his latest work, a series 
of six canvases of i de ntical size 
and format, there are superfi¬ 
cial debts to Reinhardt; in the 
severe division of the surface 
into rectangular areas, and to 
Jasper Johns in the free calli¬ 
graphic use of paint. The 
series is railed Name and the 
nine divisions of each canvas 
are precisely defined before 
the bright, lush paint is dex- 
trously scribbled on. Each area 
has its own dominant coloar 
(all too sweet to my taste) and 
each one reacts gently to its 
neighbours, .and setting up ten¬ 
sions one against another and 
across the surface as a whole. 
Like Johns, he sometimes fixes 
a smaller canvas on to the 
larger, as in Name (Bonus). It 
is effective as a counterpoint 
to emphasize the theme, but it 
is a formal, spatial extension 
of the picture and lacks the 
metaphysical rigour that Johns 
achieved by the same device. 
Lancaster’s work is contempla¬ 
tive in an undemanding, chic 
manner, and its affinities with 
oriental art is acknowledged by 
the titles, Name (Chu Chi 
Kai), and by the Japanese 
ideogram that appears like a 
seal on each painting. 

If Lancaster’s work seems to 
have become more effete and 
derivative, John Holland's has 
become more robust and indi¬ 
vidual. He is exhibiting a 
retrospective selection of nine 
large canvases in an exhibition 
organized by South West Arts 
which is touring the West 
Country until August. This

Fifty years ago, Stravinsky’s 
early string quartet composi¬ 
tions were dismissed as ’mere 
“noise ”. yet his approach to 
the medium was in fact more 
overtly sensuous than that of 
his classical predecessors. In 
the Three Pieces of 1314, for 
example, there is an extreme 
separation of parts via several 
different techniques of attack¬ 
ing the strings. 

That may have been a reac¬ 
tion against the massed 
orchestral forces of “ Le Sacre 
du Printemps”, yet, somewhat 
paradoxically, the effect is not 
of dialogue. Each idee is 
sharply characterized in terms 
of shape, colour and tonality, 
but it is' wt developed—only

exhibition can also be seen in 
BristoL, at the Royal West of 
England Academy, and it in¬ 
cludes three other artists, Paul 
Mount, Peter Eveleigb and 
Michael Garton. These three 
are all accomplished in their 
various modes, but Hoyland 
overpowers them -and is clearly 
out of his class. 

His earliest painting dates 
from 1966 and the discern able 
influence is the “cool” side of 
American Abstract Expres¬ 
sionism, pot ably through the 

work of Barnett Newman. 
This is the familiar work of 
Hoyland, with its sonorous 
stretches of stained canvas and 
carefully related areas of 
colour. But as we move 
through towards 1975 and the 
Barest of the paintings, a note 
of abandon,' a delight in the 
physical qualities of paint and 
a neglect of pronounced edges 
sets in. The carefully 1 related 
areas merge into one com¬ 
manding central patch of 
colour surrounded by broken 
paint of brilliant hue. Unlike 
Lancaster’s, colour, Hoyland's is 
saved from sweetness by the 
startling contrasts and the 
overlaying of colours in heavy 
impasto aggressively applied. 
Even the drips read as evi¬ 
dence of the fun' of the paint¬ 
ing process ana not, as with 
Lancaster, as tasteful cosmetic 
fringes. 

In Cardiff, at the Welsh Arts 
Council’s Oriel Gallery (until 
Saturday), Terry Setch is 
showing three large pieces— 
one of them a vast, curving 
collage 34 feet fay 8 feet. His 
work is more outrageous than 
the others, more difficult to 
understand, more complex in 
meaning,, less directly indebted 
to America. Setch is the only 


stated. The feeling is that of 1 a 
Byzantine mosaic, though more 
rarefied, and the Aeolian 
Quartet might have done better 
on Tuesday to have .begun with 
the Haydn work. Opus 76, No 6, 
that actually closed their con¬ 
cert. The finely tooled precision 
Stravinsky demands is an.un¬ 
reasonable proposition at the 
start of the programme. 

Any initial vroolliness ’de¬ 
parted, however, with the same 
composer’s Concertino, whose 
free interpretation of sonata 
form made a good contrast with 
the rigid patterning of- the 
Three Pieces. And in Tippett’s 
Quartet No 1 everything was 
decisive, warm, full-toned; iti¬ 
ded, the players here achieved 
something like full identifica¬ 
tion with this neglected score. 
It was written in 1935, revised 
in 1943 and although the, in¬ 
struments are driven hard, it is 
always to good purpose. 


one of these three artists who 
has not been to America, and 
the physical separation seems 
to have been of advantage to 
- his originality. 

His -commitment to the his¬ 
tory of modern art is not 
through direct formal in¬ 
fluences, but .fay a thoughtful 
analysis of the way such 1 in- 
fluebces affect our visual 
world. He has observed the 
manner in which innovations 
by artists such as Warhol and 
Pollock have been digested, 
debased and regurgitated, not 
only in the design of carpets, 
wadlpapers and the like, hot 
through amateur art and 
department store prints. These 
innovations become simplified, 
standardized and then popu¬ 
larized by being transformed! 
into what Setch calls "signs”. 
These signs then become the 
subjects of his paintings, and 
he reverses the process of assi¬ 
milation—taking these vestigial 
influences and -turning them 
into further innovations. 

In two paintings at Oriel, the 
signs appear to come from the 
aspirations of amateur art and 
the attenuated forms of pop¬ 
ular prints. In The Rock the 
colour is crude, rebarbafive, 
the pa i nt slashed on with no 
concern for style; the canvas 
hanging unstretched, denying 
us the opportunity to read illu¬ 
sions into tbe imagery eod 
competing us to accept it as a 
painted surface._ It is uncouth 
and powerful in its impact, 
end its acceptance is compli¬ 
cated by the fact fimportant to 
Setch) that the rock and the 
beach and the debris come 
from a, bench at Penarth that 
was painted by Sisley.

Similarly, there- are few signs, 
apa rt fr om some Stravinskian 
rhythmic procedures in the 
finale, of that Incomplete assimi¬ 
lation of too-varied influences 
which confuse and diminish 
some or Tippett’s later music. 
Each movement may be some* 
what rough _ at the edges, but 
one has a lively impression of 
a composer hewing out a 
genuinely new path.

5L His reputation as a teacher, 
perhaps tbe technical control 
of his music, and even its sheer 
lucidity, have, I believe, led 
m a general underestimation of 
c festive power. A hearing 
of this work’s deeply moving 
i^nto should pnt that right, 
although the whole score is a 
oeanafti! example of Saber’s 
po etry a s well as of his exact 
craftsmanship.

There was much manner in 
Tuesday’s double bill; and for 
once that was exactly .a* « 
should have been.

One of the most sacred Pen¬ 
guin texts devoured by middle- 
class grammar school under¬ 
graduates in Cambridge 20 
years ago was Waugh’s Brides - 
head Revisited, and it was a 
clever and unexpected idea of 
Frederic Raphael to use the 
friendship of Sebastian Flyte 
and Charles Ryder as the start¬ 
ing poba for tins tale of an 
upper-class Catholic boy who 
knows about Helil—“ the noise,

LSO /Rozhdestvensky 
Festival Hall

It was good to welcome Gennadi 
Rozhdestvensky back to London 
on Tuesday as guest condufctor- 
of the LSO. With his wife, Vic¬ 
toria Fostnikova, as solo pianist* 
the programme was divided be¬ 
tween two of their country's 
liveliest twentieth-century ex-' 
plorers, Stravinsky and Proko¬ 
fiev. 

On this occasion Stravinsky 
was represented fay nothing 
more fearsome than Pidcinelta. 
Perhaps motivated by'memories 
of the Bolshoi Ballet, where his 
career began, Mr Rozhdestven¬ 
sky gave us not the shorter 
concert state but all 13 num¬ 
bers of the score, complete with 
the soprano, tenor and bass 
voices (Jennifer South, Robin 
Leggate and Paul Hudson) nor¬ 
mally hidden in the theatre piL 
Though malting -a somewhat 
slight first half, the pungency 
of the performance justified 
the venture. . Mr Rozhdest¬ 
vensky allowed nothing to 
sound too suave, sweet or 
tonally refined. There was un¬ 
usual bite in the accentuation 
and rigour in the rhythm. 
Thematically -it may have re¬ 
mained Pergolesi’s piece, but it 
was Stravinsky’s hand in it that 
tins conductor grasped. 

It waf Prokofiev who never¬ 
theless supplied the evening’s 
thrills, and chiefly in the 


Scythian Suite extracted fan - 
ins ill-starred ballet, .4ia uni 
Lolli rejected by Diaghilev (so • 
the programme note told us), 1 
partly because of the musics 
“ ar tificiali ty ”. In comparison' 
with Stravinsky's Rite of 
Spring, invariably cited as tber 
. inspirational source, Prokofiev’s ■ 
neo-primitivism is undeniably- 
theatrical. Bur Tuesday’s per¬ 
formance was exciting enough 
in volume, drive and colour to 
make “artificial” too strong a 
term of abuse. Every section of 
the LSO, and it was almost 
too pig to sit on the platform, j 
responded brilliantly to Mr 
Rozhdestvensky’s very highly 
<marged beat, which was never¬ 
theless always marvellously 
precise, however ferocious the 
pagan monsters round about 
him. 

There was an equally vara 
reception for Miss Fostnikova 
■ etter IVokofiev’s second piano 
concerto, written only jnsi 
before the Suite. Whereas with 
some players the big, demand- 
Solo part dominates die 

orchestra, in this performance 
the piano seemed no more rim* 
prtmus inter pares: quire often 
Miss Postnikova was content to 
accompany and decorate ***• 
stead of taking the lead. Her 
handling, of "the big octave 
melody in the first movemeu* 
was a little too stealthy, and 
rhe Russian tune in the finale 
also needed stronger outline* 
But from both husband an* 
wife there was a welcc& 
element of fantasy and f**f 
tale.

Tlte British Army confidently 
beat a ream from the French Array 
in die first round of the annual 
footfccll tournament for the 
Kentish Cup at Aldershot last 
nichr.

R and A face up 
to nightmare 
of record Open

The Royal and Ancient Golf

If the 
need arises, is for an additional 
qualifying competition a few day* 

before the qualifying weekend. 
This might mean some successful 
qualifiers haring to wait as long 
as a week between qualifying and 
the championship proper, but no 
obvious alternative suggests Itself.

Nastase loses appeal but 
has his fine reduced 


Hie Nastase, the Romanian tennis 
player, win have to pay three- 
quarters of the £4,000 fine im¬ 
posed on him during the Canadian 
open championships In Toronto 
last summer.

The tribunal statement went 
on: “We are not satisfied that 
there is proof of deliberately not 
trying to win the final.” The other 
two members of the tribunal who 
sat with Sir Car! were two former 
Wimbledon champions. Lew Hoad 
and Jaroslav Drobny, who replaced 
Baroo Gottfried von Cramm, of 
West Germany, who could not 
attend. _

Air John Ryan is a jackdaw in 
magpie-land, working for 
Thames Television at its Ted- 
dington studios, hut always on 
the look-out for bits of the jig¬ 
saw which make up the picture 
of Teddington as a film produc¬ 
tion centre since before the 
First World War. 

This wed; has been a par¬ 
ticularly nostalgic one, since 
workmen are demolishing the 
old Warner Brothers construc¬ 
tion shop, with its extraordinary 
facade of shop and house- 
fnmmbefore which a multitude 
of British and American stars 
made some of their early 
appearances. 

John Ryan is not a film 
veteran, having spent 14 years 
^th but he has found 

that his almost casual hobby 
has turned into a strong desire 
to bring together a permanent 
collection which wfll form a 
definitive history of Tedding- 
top. Then he will turn the 
whole lot over to Twickenham 
library. 

Hie already has albums full 

of film stills and publicity pic¬ 
tures, news releases and press 
cuttings. All the pictures are 
carefully filed; some are 
irreplaceable. 

Warner’s took over Tedding¬ 
ton in 1931, with a staff of 
100 . of whom all but seven 
were British. It invested 
£250,000 in the studios to (in 
their own words) lay “a story 
of enterprise and endeavour to 
produce films in England with 
English casts, good enough not 
only for England but for pre¬ 
sentation throughout America 


American investment had no 
detractors in the thirties and 
the films began to roll off the 
sound stages—152 of them in 
12 years, when a German rocket 
scored a direct hit on a fuel 
tank, causing great damage and 
killing “ Doc ” Salomons, the 
studio manager. ' 

That was in 1944 and it was 
only 14 years later that Thames 
took over the site and the Ted¬ 
dington film era was over. 

Curiously, little attention has 
been paid to Teddington al¬ 
though some of the best known 
stars worked there. Emlyn Wil¬ 
liams acted there^ also Bebe 
Daniels and Ben Lyon, Margaret 
Lockwood, Bemta Hume, Pat¬ 
ricia Roc and Greta Gynt. 

John Ryan still has a big 
task ahead. Finding out what 
was happening in the 20 's 'and 
before. Certainly there was 
filming on the site in 1915, cus- 
tard-pie comedies shot in the 
open on a revolving platform 
to face the sun, then in a 
“ greenhouse " studio. Ec-ko 
comedies they were called—and 
Eel-Pie Island was used as well 
for these shoe-string shorts. 

Last week the door of the 
carpenter’s shop was .closed for 
the. last time by a Thames exe¬ 
cutive. Still prominent on one 
wall was the notice: “ No Smok¬ 
ing after 30 minutes to finish¬ 
ing time.”* 

Finishing time has arrived for 
this small corner off film his¬ 
tory. And in its place will rise 
—what else? A multi-storey 
car park.

“ Lebanon used to be part of 
Syria aid we shall take it back 
ax die first serious attempts at 
partition ” This was the warn¬ 
ing issued by the Syrian 
Foreign Minister, Mr Abdal- 
Halim Kihaddam, when he 
risked Kuwait on January S. 
In saying k he brought to the 
surface one of the most sensi¬ 
tive issues imderiying the pre¬ 
sent Lebanese conflict. 

Was Lebanon “port of 
Syria ” ? Yes, in the sense that 
until 1864 k was part of the 
Syrian .province of the Otto¬ 
man Empire. But for that 
matter, so were (be present 

territories of Israel end Jordan. 
And dong before daax, Lebanon 
had been a recognized admini ¬ 
s tr a tive unit wnMn Syria.' 
governed by its own feudal 
Amir in me name of the- 
Turkish Snltaa. 

In 1860 France sent an ex¬ 
peditionary force to Beirut to 

protect the Lebanese. Christians, 
too were being massacred by 
the Cruzes. The Ottoman 
minister Fuad Pasha held con¬ 
sultations with representatives 
of the great powers, which re- 
suked' in tbe Reglemens 
Orgaaaque of 1864, under which 
Lebanon was separated from 
the rest of Syria ami became 
an autonomous Sazijaq, admini¬ 
stered by a Christian governor 
with the help of a representa¬ 
tive council. 

This predo m inantly Christian 
Lebanon, however, was modi 
smaller than the present-day 
state of drat name. The latter’s 
boundaries were drawn ooiv in 
1920, by France, which had 
then obtained the League of 
Nations mandate “ for Syria 
and the Lebanon”. A French 
decree brouj^w: into being the 
“ State of the Greater Leba¬ 
non.”, which roughly doubled 
the a rea and population of the 
former Saajaq by incorporating 
the territories immediately to 
the north, east and south of it 
—including die coastal towns 
of Tripoli, Beirut, Sodom and 
Tyre, the inland town of Baal¬ 
bek and the rich plain of the 
Rekaa valley. The Christians 
were thus reduced to a bare 
majority, which has since been 
whittled away by the higher 
Muslim birthrate. 

The object of the decree was 
to strengthen Lebanon, a 
traditional stronghold of French 
influence in the Middle East, 
and weaken Syria, whose 
capital, Damascus, was a strong¬ 
hold of Arab nationalism. 
Inevitably it aroused -strong

resentment in Syria, especially 
as Tripoli and Beirut were the 
main outlets for Syria’s mari¬ 
time trade- As tbe historian, 
George Antoni us, wrote in 1938, 
“ die aggrandisement' of the 
Lebanon was a short-sighted 
act: by depriving Syria of its 
normal outlets to the sea; it 
created a movement of 
irredenrism which will have 
sooner -or later to receive satis¬ 
faction; and by die annexation 
of regions inhabited by 
Moslems, it exposed the 
Christian majority to the fate 
of becoming in course of time 
a minority in a state designed 
to ensure its predominance.” 

Union with Lebanon was 
indeed a demand constantly put 
forward by Syrian nationalists 
in their agitation against 
French rule. But this “ erreden- 
rism ” became less important 
during the Second World War, 
when both Syria and Lebanon 
were engaged in a struggle for 
independence against the stub¬ 
born resistance of General de 
Gaulle. At the end of the war 
France attempted to reassert 
control, but Britain intervened 
and by 1946 both states secured 
full independence. Meanwhile 
both had become founder-mem¬ 
bers of the Arab League, whose 
covenant explicitly guaranteed 
Lebanon’s independence and 
frontiers, in return for the 


Lebanese Christians’ recognition 
of Lebanon’s Arab identity. 

In spite of .this, both Syrian 
and Lebanese Muslims clung 
to the idea that Lebanon was 
in some sense "part of Syria”, 
and formal diplomatic relations 
between the two states have 
never been established — the 
argument being that they are 
too close to need such links and 
that problems of mutual con¬ 
cern can be dealt with directly 
by the relevant government 
departments, either on tbe tele¬ 
phone or through special mis¬ 
sions. The Syrians have- often, 
behaved in practice as though 
this special relationship gave 
them a right to intervene in. 
Lebanon's internal affairs, and 
this in turn has often provoked 
the suspicion, and resentment of 
Lebanese Christians. In 1958- 
the - Muslim rebellion - in: 
Lebanon was stimulated partly 
by the formation of the United 
Arab Republic between Syria 
and Egypt, who called on all 
other Arab states to join them. 
But-after the landing of United 
States troops in Lebanon to 
support President Chamoun all 
the Arab states agreed to 
reaffirm the principle of non¬ 
intervention in each other’s 
affairs, and the crisis was 
quickly resolved. 

Syria has never made any 
attempt to annex Lebanon

formally since Independence, 
and it is unlikely that any such 
attempt is seriously contem¬ 
plated even now. Syria’s interest 
is rather to keep Lebanon 
formally independent but as 
far as possible under Syrian in¬ 
fluence, and to minimize -the 
influence of other Arab states 
hostile to. Syria. Thus Syria has 
so for insisted on describing die 
present civil war as an internal 
Lebanese affair and hasopposed 
attempts'--to reach an . agreed 

solution at the Arab League 
level, while /-nonetheless con¬ 
stantly sending high officials to 
“mediate” in Beirut and invit¬ 
ing Lebanese leaders for consul- : 
rations in Damascus. A month or 
so ago the pro-Syrian Lebanese 
Baa t h party /let the cat' out of 
the bag by stating officially that 
no Arab state except Syria has 
the right to interfere in 
Lebanese affairs. 

Syrian influence . in the 
present crisis has beat exerted 
mainly to avert any serious set¬ 
back for the Lebanese left or 
any curtailment of Palestinian 

power within Lebanon—since 
pro-Syrian or Syrian-controlled 
elements are very strong both 
within the Lebanese left and 
within the PLO. On the other 
hand the fighting itself is 
undoubtedly an embarrassment 
to Syria, and an actual partition 
of Lebanon would probably r be 
even more so, since the 
Christian-controlled territory 
would iii effect' be lost to the 
Arab world and attention would 
be diverted -away from the pan- 
Arab struggle to secure Israeli 
withdrawal from Arab territory, 
in which the Syrians are now 
trying to take over die leader¬ 
ship that Egypt, as they see it, 
has relinquished. They are, 
therefore, probably sincere in 
seeking to end the Lebanese 
fighting, but Only on terms that 
would preserve the power of 
their Lebanese and Palestinian 
allies and would not allow Libya 
or Iraq. : to. usurp Syria’s role as 

defender, of the Palestinians and 

of Lebanese Mnslima and 
leftists. 

Mr, Khaddam’s threat need 
not be taken too seriously—if. 
only because the Syrians know 
that any attempt by them to 
annex Lebanon would provoke 
Israeli intervention. It was. in 
fact, a clumsy attempt to intimi¬ 
date the Lebanese Christians, 
the effect of which has been to 
make-them less than ever will¬ 
ing to compromise, and thus 
may actually have brought 
partition nearer.

National Association for Mental 
Health), which recently listed 
PIE as one of tine "organiza¬ 
tions to write to” for sexual 
minorities, and printed the plea 
of a “paedophile”: “Society 
makes it almost impossible for 
oar relationships to exist ...

Wilson revealed 
that the quality of his thinking 
was .always greatly improved 
by his pipe.

Home Secretary feels a need to 
respond to ? 

Post hoc, ergo propter hoc is 
not Invariably a fallacy, and 
when one tiring follows another 
there may be cause and effect. 
The only explanation that I can 
suggest for Mr Jenkins’s deci¬ 
sion is a willingness (and the 
views of certain Home Office 
officials in tins as in other, 
matters are not to be disre¬ 
garded) to heed the pressure 
groups campaigning in these 
fields. Their activities reached 
their apogee with the report 
more than a year ago of the 
working party of tbe Sexual 
Law Reform Society, whose 
members included that exem¬ 
plar. of moral thinking, Lord 
Beaumont of Whitley. 

Among other recommenda¬ 
tions ot the Sexual Law Re¬ 
form Society’s working party 
was the reduction of the age 
of consent for girls and boys 
to 14, legalizing incest for 
people over 14, “ notwithstand¬ 
ing the strong but irrational 
revulsion that may be felt 
against it” and the legalization 
of brothels. 

No doubt incest too will even¬ 
tually be in the Criminal Law 
Revision Committee’s brief, 
and that of its policy advisory 
committee. Fortunately, die 
CLRC is a responsible body. 


and more fortunately still its 
chairman. Lord Edmund-Davies 
is also charing the work of the 
Policy Advisory Committee. 

It is important for the 
politicians who represent the 
people to be vigilant in face 
of tiie subtlety with which the 
law can be changed, and tbe 
standards of a growing genera¬ 
tion. manipulated,, by the activi¬ 
ties of self-styled experts. The 
fact that the House of Lords 
last week devoted some seven 
hours, to discussing sex educa¬ 
tion in schools—-which is in 
many ways the other side of the 
coin being studied in the Home 
Office—is a sign that the 
politicians themselves are 
increasingly aware of the 
problem. 

As Lady Elies expressed it in 
a brilliantly documented speech 
which opened the debate, what 
is called sex education differs 
from other subjects in that it 
may determine the immediate 
and future behaviour of 
children and change the whole 
climate of society. There was a 
remarkable consensus among 
the majority of those who spoke 
about the need to teach it in a 
moral context, and about the 
reasons for fear that this is 
often nor done. 

Significantly, the only peer 
with a sharply different 
approach was Lord Beaumont, 
who wanted the teaching of 
sexual mechanics to be con¬ 
sidered as a completely 


separate subject from moral 
teaching, which he regarded as 
reaching children to make their 
own moraL judgments. - Since 
Lord Beaumont is a contributor 
to a pornographic magazine, we 
might not take his views on 
moral education too seriously. 
But what he is saying is 
precisely what is happening in 
too many cases. 

Children are often given the 
facts about contraception in a 
way which could suggest to 
some of them that it would not 
be unreasonably if they chose, 
to make use of it. There is also 
the practice of teaching con¬ 
traception in terms of girls and 
boys rather than men and 
women 

Lady Elies was surely right 
to argue that parents should 
be told how the subject is 
taught and allowed .to withdraw 
their -children if they disap¬ 
prove. The danger is that we 
shall first allow children’s be¬ 
haviour to be changed by the 
assumptions that are communi¬ 
cated to them as . a captive 
impressionable audience and 
then change the lari on the 
grounds that it does not fit the 
facts of behaviour. . The Gov¬ 
ernment, which provides grants 
for the sex education work of 
the Family Planning Associa¬ 
tion, a body much criticized in 
the debate, also has a responsi¬ 
bility. Where there is public 
money, there must be political 
responsibility.

Then there has been a'grow¬ 
ing feeling .on the Opposition 
side of the House, that .the 
Government applies double 
standards in deming. with other 
countries, and that what it 
condemns violently and in pub¬ 
lic when done by. right-wing 
regimes, it conveniently 
ignores when done by.the left. 

When there was the great 
proteSt about, the executions, in 
Spain, we made our .position 
clear. We thought it ’hypo¬ 
critical to protest about the 
death penalty for those con¬ 
victed for murder when so 
many people^ in this country 
think it is right. Where we con¬ 
sidered that -protest could be 
justified was if people were 
condemned without proper trial, 
but we argued that if. it is 
applied to Spain, it should 
apply to all the communist 
countries as wetL 

There is little .evidence that 
the Government is prepared to 
accept this view. Indeed, its 
reaction to the' matter of Dr 
Cassidy is a case in point; If 
her charges against the 
Chilean authorities are true, 
then their behaviour was clearly 
outrageous and totally un¬ 
acceptable. But where is the 
evidence that the Government 
shows the same vigilance in 
following up similar charges 
of outrageous behaviour in the 
communist world, or anywhere 
else? 

It seems likelv that the main 
arguments of 1976 will be con¬ 
cerned with the development of 
the European Economic Com-. 
munity, and how it can fulfil 
the world role that American 
hesitations are making steadily 
more important. There are two 
reasons for this. It became 
increasingly apparent in the 
course of last year that 
individual member countries 
had much less chance of exer¬ 
cising influence in international 
affairs, acting on their own, 
than they could have acting 
together. Ar the same time, 
partly as a result of world re¬ 
cession, progress in the Com¬ 
munity itself came to a halt.

No one can map the jllkeJ.v 
progress of the discussions on 
vital, economic matters between 
the industrial countries, the oil 
producers and the developing 
world. No one can be certain 
whether 1976 will see growing 
sanity in the Middle East, with 
further progress on the basis 
of the Israel-Egypt agreement, 
or whether it will bring pro¬ 
gress to a halt, with all the 
daggers inherent in thar. 

One tiring, however, seems to 
me absolutely clear, in all these 
matters, Britain has a vital 
interest, and the whale of 
Europe has a vital interest. 
Nothing can be more important 
for us than to ensure that the 
European voice is as united and 
effective as possible.

Profit-taking 

When a New York store offered 
159 old school desks from Eton 
and Harrow for sale last week 
the entire consignment was 
snapped up in 45 minutes at 
£75 apiece. The sale has caused 
surprise, amusement and mild 
embarrassment to the bursars 
of the two schools, who. parted 
with the desks last November 
for £5 each. 

The bursar at Harrow said he 
had been.visited by “an entre¬ 
preneur of youthful years ” 
called Boswell, who offered him 
£1 a desk “I made certain he 
was genuine and that be had a 
real chance of selling them, 
and we eventually agreed a 
price of £5. We do not normally 
like publicity, but to be fair to 
the young man he did warn us 
there might be some over this 
sale”, said the bursar. 

Symes Thomson, bursar at 
Eton, said the desks bed no 
great intrinsic value, most of 
them being no more than 50 
years old and having no par¬ 


ticularly famous initials carved 
in them. “We are going over 
to tables and chairs ; these old 
wooden desks were surplus to 
our requirements.” At Harrow, 
they said that bad the entrepre¬ 
neur not appeared the old wood 
and iron desks would have been 
chopped up. 

The schools are half-expect¬ 
ing Boswell to reappear soon to 
bay another consignment, but 
they are not at all sure whether 
they want to sell off . more of 
their furniture ; pupils at such 
eminent schools would not ex¬ 
pect to have to sit on the floor.

Pruning public employment 



Computers 


General 


The public services have 
been one of the major 
employmeitt growth sectors. 
Since 19®) the number of 
employees', in local govern¬ 
ment has risen by an 
average annual rate of 3J> 
to 4.0 per cent. There are 
now more than 2J5 million 
people employed in local 
government compared with 
L5 rnfflioh 15 years ago. 

-The same is true about 
central government.. It, too, 
has about , a million people 
more working for it than in 
1S60 and taken together the 
public sector (Whitehall, 
town -haHs and associated 
services) employs nearly a 
fifth of Britain's working 

population. 

As unemployment rose in 
1975 recruiting was still 
common. For instance 
figures issued in October 
showed that there was a 
slight increase in the 
number of people working 
in local authorities in Eng¬ 
land and Wales as opposed 
to die June figure. In the 
year to October 3, the 
number of . civil servants 
rose by 32,000 to 719,000. 
This year, however, could 
be the bleakest year for a 
decade in terms of new 
opportunities in the public 
services. 

The Government is under 
increasing pressure to bring 
national expenditure under 
control and has said that at 
best there can . be do in¬ 
crease in public authority 
expenditure. The first evi¬ 
dence of a reduction in 
employment came earlier 
this month (January) when 
k was announced that the 
number of civil servants 
had dropped to 693,000. 

Local government is lik¬ 
ely-to be an area of extreme 
tension during 1976. With 
many local authority elec¬ 
tions falling due xn late 
spring, hard on the heels 
of the new rate demands, 
local authorities are looking 
for economies. Most are 


operating a policy of rec¬ 
ruiting only when a vacancy 
occurs due to retirement or 
resignation. 

- Indeed there have been 
widespread fears of cuts in 
local authority employment 
and the National Associa¬ 
tion of Local Government 
Officers has gone as far as 
to warn that it will not 
cover gaps in staffing 
caused by cuts in expend¬ 
iture. 

It is unlikely that many 
authorities will go as far as 
the district council at 
R other, Sussex where ear¬ 
lier this month the chief 
executive and his aide were 
made redundant, but there 
is strong evidence that 
employment prospects in 
the local authority sector 
are under pressure. A sur¬ 
vey conducted recently by 
the service group Manpower 
showed that in the three 
months to the end of March 
more than one in five local 
government employers 
expect to reduce staff levels 
through natural wastage. In 
su r ve y s .during 1975, Man¬ 
power found a similar break 
in the traditional pattern of 
local government employ¬ 
ment stability. In the latest 
survey, however, only 6.8 
per cent of local authorities 
said that they were plan¬ 
ning recruitment ring 
quarter, a sharp contrast to 
the 24.6 per cent with simi¬ 
lar intentions at the same 
time last year. Overall local 
government is one of the 
sectors likely to be under¬ 
taking much less recruiting 
than the national average 
this year. 

Opportunities in educa¬ 
tion -are also predicted at 
best to be no better than in 
1975, itself a poor year, 
especially for the newly 
qualified seeking first 
appointments. 

In London where there 
was a permanent teacher 
shortage during the early 
1970s there has been such a 
policy for the last two 


years. The Inner London 
Education Authority is 
expecting to be able to offer 
fewer opportunities for col¬ 
lege leavers this year 
because there are expected 
to be fewer resignations due 
to the better pay and condi¬ 
tions won by the London 
teachers over the last cou¬ 
ple of years. In 1975 the 
ILEA closed its books for 
applications in April and 
this year the situation is 
expected to be as bad. For 
rhe record number of newly 
qualified teachers leaving 
college this summer employ¬ 
ment prospects will be the 
worst for many years. 

Central government 

expects to employ about 
10,000 more people by early 
next year and a Civil Ser¬ 
vice study at the end of last 
year (1975) concluded that 
significant reductions in 
numbers would be impos¬ 
sible without the taking of 
major political decisions 

about defence capability, 
the levels of taxation and 
the numbers entitled to 
social security benefits. 

However the pressure on 
Whitehall to curb unneces¬ 
sary expenditure will again 
mean fewer recruitment 
opportunities tins year than 
is usual. 

In general the po-ldcy will 
be “no recruitment except 
as replacements ” although 
there will be sectors which 
will grow or decline as 
changes in government 
policy dictate. Any defence 
cuts' for instance would 
result in the surplus cm) 
servants being transferred 
to a department increasing 
in scope (the National 
Enterprise Board for in¬ 
stance) rather than m 
redundancies. For the out¬ 
sider, however, there will be 
more co m pe ti tion to join 
the civil service in this year 
of stringency than has been 
the case recently..

Controversy 

It is clear after the Commons 
debate that this will have to be 
by judicial review rather than 
by tiie Secretary of State acting 
on the advice of the law officers. 
While Westminster will have to 
retain the ultimate authority to ■ 
overrule the Assembly if this is 
to be a system of devolution at 
all,' the power to intervene on 
detailed policies at their whim 
vnB. have to be abandoned. As in 
practice it is bound to be 
matter erf great importance and 
controversy, to be used only as- 
a last resort, for the sovereign 
Parliament to override a subord¬ 
inate Assembly, in any field of 
responrilnEty that had. been 
devolved to it, this would be a 
concession of form rather more 
than of substance. The constitu¬ 
tional arrangements would then 
accord with what Ministers claim 
would happen anyway. 

It is also obvious that another 
look is needed at the whole role 
of the Secretary of State. Rather 
than starting from -the proposi¬ 
tion that the office has to be 
retained, which means that as 
much as possible must be found 
for him to do when there is an 
Assembly in being, it would be 
wiser to consider what the 
proper relationship should be 
between the United Kingdom 
Government and a Scottish 


Then there is the question of 
some economic powers for the 
Assembly. This is a matter on 
which the Government must 
ikke account of Scottish feeling, 
even at the expense of some 
parliamentary difficulty. The 
Scottish Development Agency 
should be entirely responsible to 
the Assembly, which should also 
have the power to dispense 
industrial grants and loans which 
are now distributedby the 
Secretary of State. Provided that 
the method of financing the 
Assembly is satisfactory there is 
no reason why this should lead 
to outrageous competition with 
other parts of the United 
Kingdom in. attracting industry. 
Consideration might also be 
given to handing over to the 
Assembly such-responsibilities as 
.the Manpower Services Commis¬ 
sion, the Training . Services 
Agency and the Employment 
.Service Agency which it is pro¬ 
posed to give to the Secretary 
of State. 


The Government would be 
wise to acknowledge'that devolu¬ 
tion for Wales is quite a separate 
matter from devolution 'for 
Scotland. It would therefore be 
wise to hive two separate Bills. 
That would both make it easier 
to get the Scottish devolution 
Bill through Parliament and 
accord with the realities of the 
situation in the two countries. 
Finally, the Government should 
realize that they must make 
concessions to the attitudes of 
others in fields beyond that of 
the White Paper itself. If they 
proceed with their plans for 
nationalizing the shipbuilding 
industry they will be centralizing 
control of an important Scottish 
industry outside Scotland. That 
is just the kind of policy that 
has fed Scottish resentment in 
the past. The test for politicians 
of all parties will be whether 
they are prepared to give prior¬ 
ity, in their policies as well as 
in their rhetoric, to securing the 
right relationship between the 
different parts of the United 
Kingdom.

Even if one were to believe 
Communist promises that they 
would work through the normal 
chanTwla of ..democracy, they 
would dearly demand _ a 
significa nt number of concessions 
in economic policy. There would 
almost certainly be tighter 
application of the tax laws and 
new measures to prevent capital 
leaving the country. To some 
extent; then, selling of the lira 
has been a precautionary 
measure for fear that it will be 
more difficult to do in some 
. months time. 

The fact that the Italian 


Government is able, under the 
new rules of the International 
Monetary Fund, to announce that 
it is ceasing to maintain an 
official rate for the lira gives it 
a valuable breathing space in 
which it can try to work out a 
package of measures to cope 
with its problems. Instead of 
causing a massive international 
crisis, as might have been the 
case under fixed exchange rates, 
the move has caused little more 
than a ripple in the currency 
markets. There are no panic 
meetings of the Group of Ten, 
no. urgent sessions of EEC 
Finance Ministers to persuade 
the Italians to defend an 
unrealistic parity and no signs 
of Central Bankers trying to 
conjure up elaborate loans from 
all over the world. 


Though the decision does not 
tiireedy threaten the world 
system; it ought not to lead us 
to believe that the crisis which 
caused- it is unimportant. Italy’s 
political crisis, which threatens 
to give the Communists their 
biggest advance in western 
Europe since the war, must be 
solved.

Western policy on Southern Africa 


From Mr Ian Lloyd, Conservative 
MP for 'Havant and Waterloo 
Sir, It is perhaps significant that 
despite the disproportionate ratio o£ 
EEC (and particularly British) to 
American .interests in Southern 
Africa, a situation which bas justi¬ 
fied a secret session of the United 
States Senate has not yet been 
debated by the House of 2ommozi5. 
This reflects an embarrassment that 
has been injected into the forma¬ 
tion of. policy by the actuality of 
apartheid and by the sustained 
denigration of the quality of life in 
Southern Africa. 

South Africans cannot altogether 
complain about the hostile climate 
of Western opinion. But if the wan 
on the face of what is indisputably 
an outstanding record of develop¬ 
ment is allowed to dominate our 
reactions, then Nato will have 
allowed its flank to be turned, four 
million Europeans in Southern 
Afnca will conclude that they are 
expendable and another sub-contin¬ 
ent will pass into the control of 
the communist world. Such an event 
irilJ have a far greater effect on 
Western Europe than many of the 
other events and situations cur¬ 
rently occupying our attention. But 
Professor Ranger implies in his 
letter (January 14) that others are 
“ obscuring the realities by a reiter¬ 
ation of tired jargon ”, and that the 
| West must now choose between sup¬ 
porting those who intend to " liber¬ 
ate” Southern Africa, and those 
who, having some experience of 
“liberation " in countries such as 
Mozambique, are determined not to 
surrender Southern Africa to the 
latest variant of Marxist totalitari¬ 
anism. 

If .the elimination .of racial dis¬ 
crimination were to be the touch¬ 
stone of Western policy there is no 
doubt that the possibility of pro¬ 
gress in Southern Africa," which is 
still wide open to Western influ¬ 
ence. is much greater than anvthing 
which is likely to be achieved if a 
catastrophic “war of liberation" 
and economic collapse were to 
create a totalitarian, semi-tribal 
communist-controlled system. 

Eur it is not the sole touchstone. 
If the West is intern on denying 
itself access to one of the world's 
richest sources of Industrial miner¬ 
als,. largely developed by-British 
capital, including some of the 
world’s principal reserves of uran¬ 
ium, chrome and platinum, then it 
will, in . so doing, abdicate all 
responsibility for the type of multi¬ 
racial society which Western ideas 
have created in Southern Africa.

Sir, There is a relatively simple 
device open to Government for 
“Stopping she mistakes that can 
cost'children their laves” (article, 
January 16).

Children under the age of three 
years are the most vulnerable: if 
sli-treared they cannot even run 
away from home; and they are the 
age group most frequently neglected 
and abused. Hence check-ups should 
be at least once every six months 
and for three ro five year olds at 
least annually. The first could be 
carried out by a health visitor and 
if there is cause for anxiety, then 
a full medical examination would 
have to follow. In 15 months' time, 
first children will also be eligible 
for Family allowance so then all trill 
be covered.

Sir, PHS recently referred to some¬ 
one “replying to the arguments by 
blackguarding the author”. That is 
how Dr Kenneth Slack appears to 
respond (letters, January 21) to my 
request for an inquiry into matters 
concerning Christian Aid, about 
which I have expressed grave dis¬ 
quiets. 

Nevertheless I shall continue to 
rely on facts as my best advocate. 

The Christian Aid staff member, 
whose testimony about conditions 
in Camp Lazaret is cited by Dr 
Slack, accompanied me on my first 
visit to the camp in November 1974. 
(He was a paid United Kingdom 
fund raiser -woo had helped me con¬ 
duct an emergency convoy across 
the Sahara.) That was when 1 first 
discovered the appalling dimensions 
of misery and need in the camp. 

It was nine weeks later when I 
again visited the camp, accompanied 
by Miss Celia Williams, the Senior 
Projects Officer of Christian Aid, 
and observed the continuing deteri¬ 
oration of conditions in the camp, 
which was still -without food because 
the promised Christian Aid emerg¬ 
ency grant had not been sent. 

A doctor working in the camp 
told us that most of the deaths were 
due to ■“ malnutrition-compounded 
disease” Who can doubt that rfae 
promised food would have saved 
Jives daily being lost for want of 
food—of which there -tins plenty 
available in the local markets bad 
the money been available to pur¬ 
chase it ? Dr Slack’s confusion over 
the chronology of these events 
emphasizes the need for an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry. 

As to the nonsense about Christian 
.Aid's “foolish funding of a cattle- 
breeding project in Lesotho solely 
for the purpose of the bride price ” 
-yof course I said no such thing. I 
simply questioned in the broadcast 
the wisdom, in a country which 
possesses twice as many cows as 
people' and in which die pastures 
are already overgrazed, of funding 
a project which includes earth: 
breeding. Dr Slack says he cannot 
find any record of such a pro¬ 
gramme. I can help him there. It 
is called Thaba Khuba, and has been 
certainly supported by Christian 
Aid funds. 

In your report on Monday Dr 
Slack was quoted as saying that 
there was no evidence that Christian 
-Aid’s inefficiency had caused loss 
of life. The testimony of Miss Wil¬ 
liams and myself—senior officials 
who were on the spot—would be 
regarded by most people as admis¬ 
sible and important evidence— 
reason enough for an inquiry to he 
instituted. After all, if he is pre¬ 
pared, pace his letter, to throw open 
Christian Aid’s files for the 
inspection of the press, what 
possible objection could there be 
to an honest inquiry conducted by 
some fair minded person of stand¬ 
ing ? One would have expected that 
Church leaders themselves would be 
content with nothing less.

Blind visitors to Chelsea 
Flower Show 

From Lord Aberconvrav 


Sir, In my earlier letter (January 
15) I deliberately confined myself 


15) I deliberately confined myself 
to answering Lord Snowdon's main 
points on guide dogs at the Chelsea 
Flower Snow. Subsequent corres¬ 
pondence has widened the issues, 
and your readers may find this 
further letter helpful. 

Chelsea, on the private view day 
and on the ocher days, is very 
crowded : guide dogs, which doubt¬ 
less endure with admirable discip¬ 
line the -pain of their paws being 
repeatedly trodden on by visitors 
edging sideways in the crowd to 
seek a better view of the exhibits, 
would inevitably cause people, not 
realizing their presence, to stumble, 
and so would cause accidents. The 
police and the St John’s Ambulance 
people at Chelsea have in fact 
strongly urged on grounds of safety 
that we should not permit guide 
dogs into the show. With this advice 
we hare consistently agreed. It is 
ultimately the society's responsi¬ 
bility, and I -remain convinced that 
our decision has been right. 

I do not care what people think 
of me: I can however no longer 
refrain from saying that my col¬ 
leagues on the RHS Council and 
our ctficjals are not patronizing 
or insensitive people: still less are 
they imbued with fascist arrogance. 

This has now become an emotive, 
rather than a practical, issue. In 
practice no member of our staff can 
recall a single blind person with a 
guide dog seeking entry to one of 
our Westminster shows. Those 
shows are -rarely crowded and our 
garemen are authorized to admit 
guide dogs unless the show is 
unduly crowded. As I said before, at 
these shows blind people can talk to 
stand attendants far more easily and 
freely than ar Chelsea, and may buv 
and take away Diants, which they 
may^ not do at Chelsea. 

We welcome the blind. We’d Jove 
them to come to Chelsea with human 
companions only, or to our West- 
minster Shows with their dogs: but 
Chelsea is too crowded for the 
Society to admit guide dogs with 
safety. We must be .firm on that. 
Ir is cur responsibility to decide: 
the buck stops with us.

It is a 
matter for concern that, notwith¬ 
standing a previous statement by 
Christian Aid admitting error over 
the Camp Lazaret money, Dr Slack 
has claimed that there was “. . - 
no evidence that Christian Aid had 
caused or contributed to the^ loss 
of hundreds of lives in Ethiopia or 
in the Sahel”. If the testimony of 
the Deputy Director and the Smtior 
Projects Officer, who were P? the 
spot, is not admissible evidence, 
what as ? 

There is surely in all this Suffi¬ 
cient cause for disquiet^ and the 
British Council of Churches, as the 
body responsible for Christian '-Aid, 
should insist that a full inquiry be 
held to set the record straight, and 
to restore confidence in a body 
which ha$ given splendid _ service 
and carries large responsibilities. 

If all is now well, as Dr Slack sug¬ 
gests, there is nothing to fear and 
everything to gain. Continual refusal 
will only serve to increase the dis¬ 
quiet.

To explain briefly, the blind 
owner must know the area in which 
he is travelling. The dog walks 
along the centre of the pavement, 
stops at every down curb and then 
obeys instructions regarding turning 
right, turning left, crossing the 
road, or reversing direction. OF 
course these dogs do quickly get 
to know well trodden routes, but 
the owner must know them first or 
must otherwise ask a sighted person 
for directions. 

There is a case, I feel, for a 
blind person, travelling up to Lon¬ 
don from some distance and using 
his dog as a guide, to be admitted 
ro Chelsea with rhe dog. and 
specially if he is a keen gardener. 
Of course I know that there L< a 
large attendance during the few 
days of the Show, but the idea thaf 
the dog. close ro its owner, would 
constitute a danger to sighted 
people moving here and rhere'is in 
my opinion altogether exaggerated.

Archaeology report 

Lincoln: Signs of a Pre-Conquest revival 


Excavations in Lincoln have be¬ 
gun to define the history of a 
substantial area of the inner city 
from Roman to modern times, and 
discoveries of particular Import¬ 
ance have been made in tilt? early 
medieval period, between the end 
of the Roman occupation and tbe 
Norman conquest. 

Several portions of tlic area 
bounded by Danes Terrace, FIox- 
CT/sare, Grantham Street and 
Ermine Street have been Investi¬ 
gated, and those streets, oil prob¬ 
ably of Roman origin, may have 
defined an insula or block of the 
lower Roman city. 

The main excavation. In Flax- 
rugate, continued this year into 
Ik fourth season with the investi¬ 
gation of structures of the ninth 
to twelfth centuries, “ the first 
major breakthrough in recovering 
detailed and incontrovertible 
archaeological information about 
the revival of Lincoln as an urban 
centre In the two centuries before 
the Norman conquest 1 * according 
tn Miss Christina Colyer, tbe 
director of excavations. 

“ Abundant but fragmentary 
evidence has been uncovered of 
timber structures and associated 
industrial activities carried out on 
the site, and the archaeological 
deposits of this period have pro¬ 
duced exceptionally large amounts 
of potter)- and animal bane, to¬ 
gether with numerous objects typi¬ 
cal uF Anglo-Scandinavian con¬ 
texts. and an interesting series of 
coins.** 

The ancient alignment of Flax¬ 
en gate lies within the site, so die 
street frontages uf its properties 
and the road surfaces themselves 
could be investigated. The street 
is probably a Roman one leading 
down to a postern on the Southern 
defences at Saltcrgutc. but so (Ur 
excavation has processed only to 
ibe tenth-century surface, which Is 
lo well metalled that an earlier 
exposure had been taken as 
Roman: By the mid-eleventh ecu- 
turv. however, it ceased to be 
metalled, and property boundaries 
cm.r 6 ji.kcd on its line. 

From the ninth to eleventh cen¬ 


turies timber buildings fronted on 
to the street, deduced from 
hearths, floors and postholes and 
beam slots for the timber frame; 
the paucity of daub suggests that 
the buildings of AD S50-950 were 
entirely of timber, as in coeval 
Scandinavia, and probably com¬ 
bined domestic and commercial 
functions. 

In two instances complete plans 
were recovered of freestanding 
structures standing gable-end on to 
Grantham Street and at least nine 
metres long by about five metres 
wide. Floors in the earlier build¬ 
ings were of earth, recc 
the lack of rubbish on them, 
in the later structures sometimes 
of day. 

Among the abundant evidence 
for industrial processes, that for 
copper working was notable, with 
hundreds of pottery crucible frag¬ 
ments of varied form, several stone 
and pottery moulds, slags and off- 
cuts from copper alloy sheer. 

There is some evidence to sug¬ 
gest that glAs and enamel making 
were practised, and the remains of 
a probable glass furnace of the late 
ninth or early tenth century have 
been found ; other crafts may have 
included bone and jet working, 
for bath of which raw material, 
offeuts and finished products were 
found, and textile and leather 
working also may have been car¬ 
ried out in the vicinity. 

An internally coherent ceramic 
sequence Is being built up Tor the 
mid-ninth to late eleventh cen¬ 
turies, anchored in time at the 
later end by a series of coins, In¬ 
cluding several of pre-Conquest 
date. Two of some rarity are * 
Thctford penny of early type of 
Sc Edmund, struck about 905-910, 
and a peony struck at York by 
the Hiberno-Norse princeling Anlaf 
Quran Sihtricsson in 9.42-3. The 
late ninth and early tenth-century 
levels have produced a quantity of 
glazed Stamford ware which can 
now confidently be assigned to this 
early date. 

Ou the Danes Terrace site a 
Roman wall still 2 metres high 


had been incorporated into a later 
medieval stone house, and the re¬ 
sulting alignment of the proper^ 
boundary survived until the twen¬ 
tieth century. The steepness of 
the hill slope on this site and that 
at Steep Hill near by had resulted 
In terracing between and even 
within buildings, and the remodel¬ 
ling of terraces led to a complex 
stratigraphic situation. In one in¬ 
stance a Roman floor lay above its 
medieval and Victorian successors 
and was higher than even the 
modern street surface. 

The Steep Hill site Included a 
Roman stone building of the 
second century, replaced shortly 
by another at least 11 by seven 
metres, with a mosaic pavement fn 
one room. Both lay oblique to the 
presumed line of Ermine Street, 
suggesting a house in its own 
grounds, without direct street 
frontage. Some of tbe walls re¬ 
mained to be used in a Sdxo-Nor- 
mau structure, and remodelling of 
the site continued to Victorian 
times. 

Excavations sponsored by Lloyds 
Bank have begun on the Site of 
St PauI-In-tbe-Bail. which lies over 
the centre of the Roman legionary 
fortress and the later ■ upper 
colonia. The Victorian church of 
3877 was recently demolished, and 
its massive foundations to a depth 
of 2.5 metres have been removed ; 
this had replaced a Georgian 
church built in 1786 at the low 
cost of £54 10s by reusing much 
of tbe decrepit medieval building, 
which eighteenth-century drawings 
suggest was Norman in date. So 
far the excavations have not yiel¬ 
ded evidence of any earlier timber 
church, although documentary evi¬ 
dence indicates that a very early 
cburch did exist in Lincoln, and 
this core of tbe Roman city would 
be a plausible location for it.

Science report 

Neuropharmacology: Schizophrenia 


Recent advances in tbe understand¬ 
ing of brain chemistry have opened 
the possibility of testing theories 
on the biochemical causes of 
schizophrenia. The discovery of 
drugs that can mimic some of tbe 
symptoms of the disease, and con¬ 
versely of others that can suppress 
them, have provided tantalizing 
clues about its cause. On the 
strength of such clues. Professor 
Merton Sandler, of Queen Char¬ 
lotte's Hospital, and Dr P. Rey¬ 
nold at Westfield College, London 
University, bare speculated in The 
Lancet that schizophrenics mav 
suffer from the excessive activity 
of ohenylethylaminc. 

They suggest thar either pheny- 
lcthvlaminc Is present io abno- 
mallv large quantities in schizo¬ 
phrenics' brains or schizophrenics 
ore abnormally sensitive to it. 
Attempts to demonstrate differ¬ 
ences in the amounts of important 
chemicals in rbe brains of schizo¬ 
phrenics have failed so far, and 
the alternative, that schizophrenics 
may be excessively sensitive to 
some chemicals, has been impos¬ 
sible to test. It is the question 
of sensitivity that is now accessible 
for the first time ro scientific 
investigation. 

Trie recent insights on schizo¬ 
phrenia have come about in toe 
context of a general .understanding 
of brain chemistry. Brain cells 
communicate fay means of chemi¬ 
cals known as neurotransraitters, 
which are released by one cell and 
picked up by special receptors on 
the next cdl. 

Several neurotransmitters have 
been Identified for different 
systems in toe brain. Tbe system 
that is implicated in schizophrenia 


seems to contain receptors for the 
neurotranmitter dopamine. The 
antipsychotic drugs are believed to 
work by blocking toe dopamine 
receptors so that they cannot acti¬ 
vate toe brain cell. 

Professor Sandler's ideas abont 

pheaylethylamine, however, were 
stimulated by toe reverse kind of 
drug. Amphetamine, if taken in 
large enough doses, can produce 
the symptoms of paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia. It Is believed to work by 
activating the brain cells' dopa¬ 
mine receptors. 

Phenvletovtiunine is a chemical 
natarally present in the brain and 
suggested Itself as a candidate for 
the cause of schizophrenia because 
of its chemical structure, which is 
similar to that of amphetamine. 
Professor Sandler suggests that it 
may accumulate in excessive 
quantities * in schizophrenics* 
brains because of a defect in toe 
enzyme system that normally 
breaks it down. 

The enzyme that breaks down 
phenylethyLamine is known: it is 
a monoamine oxidase known as 
monoamine oxidase B. * Although 
there is some evidence that that 
enzyme Is abnormally weak in the 
bloodstream of schizophrenics 
there Is no evidence for a similar 
deficiency in their brains. 

The alternative to an excessive 
quantity of phenytetoylamine is 
excessive sensitivity on toe part 
of toe' receptors it activates. 
Those, if tbe theories are right, 
would be the dopamine receptors. 
Kitfaerto, however, it has not been 
possible to test for receptor ab¬ 
normalities because of toe diffi¬ 
culty or isolating tbe dopamine 
receptor. 


The difficulty is that any drug 
that binds to a receptor also 
binds at random to many other 
chemicals on toe surfaces of brain 
cells. To study the interactions 
of the specific receptor with drugs 
or neorotransmitters, researchers 
need a way of confining their 
measurements to the binding that 
involves only those receptors. That 
is what workers in two labora¬ 
tories in Canada and the United 
States have now found. 

- One of toe nt™« of their re¬ 
search was to discover what makes 
some anti-psychotic drugs more 
potent than others. That is likely 
to depend on the exact way in 
which toe drug becomes attached 
to tbe dopamine receptor. Dr S. 
$ny$cr and his colleagues at the 
Johns Hopkins University in Balti¬ 
more, and Dr P. Seeman and his 
colleagues at Toronto University, 
have now been able to measure 
the specific binding of various 
radioactively labelled drugs to the 
dopamine receptor in rats* brains. 

Armed with that technique. Dr 
Seeman has begun to investigate 
dopamine receptors in the post¬ 
mortem 1 brains of schizophrenics. 
That investigation trill use radio¬ 
actively labelled drags and will 
shed no light on whether pbey? 
letbylamine is involved, but it may 
show whether there" is some de¬ 
tectable abnormality in toe dopa¬ 
mine receptors of patients.

PROFESSOR STEPHEN WELSH 


RJM.U writes: 

Professor Stephen Welsh, who 
died after a short illness, on 
January 13 at the age of 83, 
was one of the great men and 
one of the great characters of 
Sheffield University. Between 
1929 and 1957 he laid the 
foundations and inspired and 
guided the development of its 
distinguished Department of 
Architecture. 

Born in Forfar, be retained 
all his life the forthright indi¬ 
vidualism traditionally associa¬ 
ted with the citizens of that 
ancient Scottish Burgh. Leaving 
school early, he served in archi¬ 
tects 1 offices in Forfar and in 
Glasgow, and after war service 
in me Royal Engineers^ dur¬ 
ing which he was seriously 
wounded, he was accepted, 
despite his lack- of formal matri¬ 
culation qualifications, for a 
place in the School of Archi¬ 
tecture at Liverpool University. 
He graduated. BArch with 1st 
Class Honours and, later, MA; 
he was . awarded the coveted 
Rome Scholarship in Architec¬ 
ture and a Duveen Scholarship 
for study io the United States. 

Welsh went to Sheffield in 
1929 to a small department with 
an uncertain future. At first it 
all seemed very discouraging, 
but he was the last man to give 
up easily- He set about creating 
a department whose reputation 


spoken ways did not always" 
endear him to. his colleagues, 
they held him arid his achieve¬ 
ments in high regard. He, played 
a notable role in title planning, 
and implementation of .tbe 
university’s expansion pro¬ 
gramme.

of Ernest Gambart that he 
resolved to do- a biography in¬ 
stead—it is the first.

Consortium sues Austrian 
banking house for $20.7m 


By John Brennan 

Merchant bankers Singer & 
Friedlander, as leaders of a 10- 
bank consortium, are suing 
Creditanstalt • Bankverem, the 
Austrian banking house, for 
$20.7m (about £10.4m). 

The money, due tinder letters 
of credit issued by the Austrian 
bank late in 1974, was advanced 
to finance a pharmaceutical 
deal by two continental com¬ 
panies. One of these companies, 
which received the bulk of the 
loan, is a trading subsidiary of 
Creditanstalt. 

The case will be fought in the 
Austrian commercial courts, 
where Creditanstalt has already 
deposited Slim, covering two 
of the letters of credit. The 
third' letter was one of two 
issued to the Austrian bank’s 
own subsidiary. 

Now the subsidiary has ob¬ 
tained a -court order preventing 
its parent company from de¬ 
positing the money borrowed 
against this letter with the 
court. 

Singer & Friedlander started 
proceedings in tbe Austrian 
courts two days ago to deter¬ 
mine whether the 511m paid 
into the courts by Creditankalt 


amounts to a discharge of its 
obligations under two of the 
letters of credit. It is now about 
to start litigation demanding 
payment of the loans covered 
by the third letter. 

It is understood that Credit¬ 
anstalt may oppose full pay¬ 
ment on the ground that the 
loans were in some way linked 
to the success or otherwise of 
the drug deal they financed. 

But as no members of the 
Singer & Friedlander consor¬ 
tium had any part in this deal, 
they are holding out for full 
repayment of the debt- 

Apart from Singer & Fried¬ 
lander, which acted as lead 
bank on the original loan and 
is now dealing with the legal 
battle to recover the money, 
nine leading international banks 
have an interest in the case.

Employers give warning 
on short-term policies

The Confederation of British 
Industiy said yesterday that

NEDO chief 
spells out 
industry^ 
needs

Abolition of price controls on 
the engineering industry .and 
government-financed stock-

Intosh, director-general of the 
National Economic Develop¬ 
ment Office. 

In his first speech since last 
week’s National Economic Deve¬ 
lopment Council meeting on the 
Government's industrial stra¬ 
tegy, Sir Ronald emphasized the 
need for major “pump prim¬ 
ing “ exercises and made it clear 
that he saw no way in which 
the normal operation of market 
forces con Id resolve Britain’s 
employment and investment 
problems. 

He said: “ If present trends 
continue, the outlook is bleak. 
We can expect further contrac¬ 
tion in manufacturing industry, 
increased _ resistance to pro¬ 
ductivity improvements and a 
deteriorating balance of pay¬ 
ments—with consequences for 
our economy and way of life 
which could be very severe.” 

Addressing a conference in 
Dublin, the NEDO chief said 
ways had to be found to bring 
forward investment this year 
The Government, be said, had 
taken a step in the right direc¬ 
tion with its plans for assisting 
the British Steel Corporation to 
build up a stockpile, together 
with £30m worth. oF state aid 
to stimulate manufacturing in¬ 
dustry investment.

MPs criticize 
Coal Board’s 
‘glossy reports’

- Glossy annual reports contain¬ 
ing colour pictures, elaborate 
charts, and, in the case of the 
last National Coal Board report, 
a full colour, three-page pull-out 
ordnance survey map of the 
area around the proposed Selby 
coalfield, have run into criti¬ 
cisms from MPs. 

Annual reports of this sort 
were no substitute for hard facts 
and figures, and “ smack of a 
public relations operation ” 
rather than a genuine attempt 
to inform people about the in¬ 
dustry’s operations, a committee 
of MPs yesterday told Sir Derek 
Ezra, chairman of the board. 

They quoted specific 
examples of where his 1974-75 
report was lacking in important 
details. Nowhere was there a 
breakdown of the profitability 
of open-cast and deep mining 
operations. 

Although price increases had 
been a feature of the industry’s 
operations during that year, no 
mention was made of the size 
of the rises other than that they 
were “ substantial ”—an impor¬ 
tant omission, they said. 

Sir Derek told the select com¬ 
mittee on nationalized indus¬ 
tries that the changeover from 
the dour-looking official reports 
in the style of White Papers 
and Acts of Parliament, bad 
been made at the suggestion of 
the Government. '

Forecasts of a 10 per cent rise ’ 
in Western world steel con¬ 
sumption this year after last 
year's steep fall to the lowest 
production levels since tbe 
1930s were made - in Brussels 
yesterday by the International 
Iron and' Steel Institutes (UST). 

The . forecasts, based on 
returns from the Organization's 
member countries, reflect the 
optimism throughout the llSI’s 
membership that _the worst 
effects of the recession are now. 
over and that the incticatioas of 
improved demand in some key 
sectors of the steel market; and 
in the United States_ particu¬ 
larly, will lead to significant 
improvements in the second half 
of this year. - 

Mr Charles Baker, the 11ST 
secretary, told a press confer¬ 
ence that a survey among its 
27 - members gave .reason to 
believe tbat “ the downcyde is 
at an end and that a turnaround 
has come for all countries 

A 10 per cent rise in con¬ 
sumption this year compared 
with last, said the IISI secre¬ 
tary, would indicate an esti¬ 
mated consumption of 470 mil¬ 
lion tonnes with a 15 per cent 
rise to about 137 million tonnes 
taking place in the United 
States, and an 11 per c£nt in¬ 


crease to 117 million tonnes in 
' the European Economic Com¬ 
munity. • 

He' forecast that Japanese 
steel consumption tins year 
would rise by 7 per cent TO 75 
million tonnes while in- other 
countries an average rise of 6 
per cent was expected. 

The IISI forecasts for the 
United States are based on the 
fact that the recession there has 
ended, with steel demand being 
boosted by increased require¬ 
ments from the automotive, 
heavy machinery and energy 
sectors. 

Mr Baker also said the econo¬ 
mic recession in Japan appeared-' 
to have been reversed. 

Commenting on the prospects 
in the EEC, Mr Baker said 
economic improvement seemed 
to be following that in the 
United States, although there 
was a time-lag, 

Last year world production of 
raw steel dropped by &2 per 
cent to 651.8 million tonnes 
from 709.9 million tonnes in 
1974—a record- year—and was 
6.5 per cenz down on levels 
achieved in 1973. 

Western world steel produc¬ 
tion slumped'by 14.2 per cent 
to 424.5 million tonnes, but in 
Eastern block countries, China 
and North Korea, production 
rose by 5.6 per cent to 227.4 
million tonnes. 


9,000 out in 
Leyland

A Leyland spokesman said 
the men were suspended for 
three days as a disciplinary 
measure. The incidents which 
led up to this action were com¬ 
mitted on different dates and 
were not connected.

Mr Leonard Williams, the 
chief general manager of the 
Nationwide building society, 
yesterday criticized ' local 
authorities. for trespassing on 
the traditional preserves of 
building societies. 

“ There is no case ”, he said, 
“for local authorities to raise 
capital to lend in that major 
part of the market which build¬ 
ing societies' exist to serve.” 

He went on to say that with 
the assistance now being 
extended to local authorities by 
the societies, that “ the prob¬ 
ability is that tbe reduced and 
more normal amount of £220m 
wbich local authorities have 
been authorized to lend in 197&- 
77 will be 'sufficient to meet the 
needs of those classes of bouse 
purchasers for whom local 
authorities are the appropriate 
lenders 

In fact,' very little of the 
£100m which the buQding 
society movement earmarked, 
at the request of die Govern¬ 
ment last year, for borrowers 
who would normally use local 
authority-provided finance has 
been taken up. 

Commenting on this situation 
Mr L. Williams said that recent 
studies have established that 
about two thirds of the loans 
made by local authorities during 
1974 — amounting to some 
£460m—were loans which would 
have satisfied building society 
criteria. 

The major inroads that 
local authorities made into the 
housing' finance market during 
1974 when they accounted for 
12 per cent of new home loans, 
were financed in the main by 
borrowings at the high interest 
rates then prerailing. During 
this period building societies 
were having difficulties in 
attracting funds. 

Over the past 12 months 
societies have had more money 
to lend and they have been 
able to satisfy most of the types 
of borrowers who, in 1974, were 
obliged to go to- local authori¬ 
ties.

Waste disposal and conservation/ . 


From Mr Henry-S. Gilbert 

Sir, The first report of the 
Waste Management Advisory 
Council, appointed by the 
Secretary of State for the 
Environment a year ago. has 
just been published and draws 
attention to a number .of issues 
which in the brief life of the 
council have become crucial 
The council recognizes that 
heavy capital investment would 
not be desirable at the present 
time, especially. where techno¬ 
logical development may lead 
rapidly to obsolescence. It also 
prudently examines problems 
with environmental as well as 
economic consequences in mind. 
One issue - which justifies the 
wide consideration itf the dis¬ 
posal of waste by landfill 
which can both dispose and 
conserve, and the land, some of 
which is very unsightly, can be 
reclaimed and brought into use. 

My council, which includes 
representatives of 18 pro¬ 
fessional institutions and has 
over 50 public and other bodies 
as corresponding members, 
drew attention, to another 
aspect of the problem in their 


report- Dereliction of Land 
which--indicated that even by 
the official* definition, which By 
no means' includes all derelict 
land, there was in many parts 
.of the country, an annual net 
addition to derelict land which 
was regrettable from the 
environmental, social and 
economic viewpoints. 

It is probable that a careful 
consideration of the problem 
by local authorities could, in 
many cases, prevent or post¬ 
pone heavy expenditure on 
other disposal methods, greatly 
improve their areas and make 
land available for ns. There 
is . also the opportunity, which 
it is to be hoped will -be of 
short duration, to - employ 
people and idle plant and the 
availability of grants for the 
reclamation of derelict land 
gilds the opportunity. . .

Uniting the engineering profession je* w* 


From Mr L. T. Griffith 
Sir, Two of the most powerful 
members of the Council of En¬ 
gineering Institutions have 
come forward with a new plan 
for uniting the engineering 
profession, something the CEI 
has tried to do for more than 
a decade—and failed to 
achieve. Tbe Mechanicals and 
Electricals have thrown out a 
lifeline with proposals which 
will bring radical changes to 
the CEI, as outlined by your 
correspondent, Mr Derek 
Harris (January 12}. 

The main proposal could 
confer direct voting powers on 
some non-chartered institutions 
not at present members of 
CEL This is basically a good 
idea. Support is also given to 
establishing a Royal Society of 
Engineers. But we would 
remind them that there is 
already the 122-year-old 
Society of Engineers, Britain’s 
third oldest professional bo'dy. 

Could we believe it is their 
intention to wish for such ■ a 
prefix for us, tbe sternest and 
most constant critic of the now 
discredited CEI ? The plan 
also calls for a Corporation of 
Chartered Engineers to replace 
CEL But would it do that or 
would CEI simply operate 
under another name to make 
the same blunders that have 


marked its disastrous path for 
13 years? 

' The Institution of Electrical 
Engineers has already given 
notice of its intention to with¬ 
draw from CEI and now, with 
the Mechanicals, is trying to 
bring accord to this disunited 
profession. It is. important that 
whatever plan becomes effec¬ 
tive there must be now think¬ 
ing in depth. What is needed 
is an organization for truly 
professional engineers, . not 
scientists or academics. 

It is appalling that British 
engineers, who have been 
leaders in. the various dis¬ 
ciplines throughout the world, 
cannot unify their own profes¬ 
sion instead of trying to form 
a closed jshop as CEI did so 
clumsily. 

In general, while supporting 
any moves to unite the profes¬ 
sion on realistic lines,. we 
believe the solution lies in a 
state register of engineers, 
chartered and n on-chartered, 
selected on their merits and 
the quality of their exami¬ 
nations.

President Ford stakes all 
on an austere budget 


President Ford has presented 
Congress with a budget that at 
best may be described as aus¬ 
tere. It is one that would gen¬ 
erally be seen as deflationary, 
calling for a rise in govern¬ 
ment spending of about 5.5 per 
cesi at a time when inflation 
is expected to increase by 
about 6 per cent. 

The budget would actually 
produce a small surplus if cal¬ 
culated on the assumption that 
there was full employment 
(which is defined in the Unit¬ 
ed Stares as an unemployment 
rate of 4 per cent). 

It seeks to make up for the 
significant reduction in real 
terms in defence spending over 
the past eight years by shaving 
expenditure on a large number 
of non-defence items. At the 
same time, it is designed to 
pave lie way for a series of 
annual budgets which will grad¬ 
ually reduce unemployment, 
bring government revenues 
and spending back into balance 
and ensure a modest and 
steady rate of economic growth 
unhampered by high inflation. 

No assessment of an Ameri¬ 
can budget is meaningful with¬ 
out some comment on its pros¬ 
pects of being accepted by 
Congress. The budget is no 
more than an expression of the 
President’s policies and priori¬ 
ties and Congress always 
changes it. 

This particular one, which 
involves no immediate 
measures to reduce the high 
rate of unemployment, is likely 
to be altered substantially. 

The President is likely to 
remain inflexible on his 
demand for defence spending 
of 5101,100m. He will stress 
that _ this is the minimum 
requirement and that in real 
terms it actually represents a 
33 per cent cut from the 
volume of defence outlay in 
the 1969 fiscal year. 

President Ford will also 
probably make ready use of 
nis veto, just as he did on 17 
occasions last year, to block 
efforts by Congress to expand 
the social welfare programmes 
envisaged. Here his main argu¬ 
ment wall be that social wel¬ 
fare spending has grown at a 
dramatic rate in recent years 
(non-defence outlay has risen 
by 55 per cent since 1969 in 
real terms), that this is die root 
cause of the present large 
budget deficits and that, in lus 
opinion, it is one of the prime 
causes of inflation. 

He will probably be in un¬ 
compromising mood when the 
real battles with Congress get 
under way in the next couple 
of months. He will almost cer-~ 
tainly be mindful of the fact 
that sticking to his programme 
will go down well with Repub¬ 
licans across the country and 
so improve his chances of beat¬ 
ing Ronald Reagan for the 
nomination as his party’s pres¬ 
idential candidate. 

Later in the year the Presi¬ 
dent may well be more willing

to compromise, aware then of 
the need to appeal to all Ameri¬ 
cans, and not just Republicans, 
if he wants to win the presi¬ 
dential election in November. 
Thus, with the new budget to 
take effect only from October 
1, it seems likely that its shape 
for much of this year will be 
the subject of tough and bitter 
political controversy 

The next firm guide to the 
shape of the fiscal 1977 budget 
will be die resolution on 
government spending which 
Congress is bound under the 
new Budget Act to pass for the 
first time in May. The betting 
is that Congress will go for a 
spending volume some 
520,000m larger than that 
offered by the President and 
that therefore the total will be 
about S4J5,000m. 

Such an increase will involve 
some economic stimulus, 
although not much, and should 
lead as a result to a slightly 
faster rate of unemployment 
reduction than the President 
now expects. Congressional 
action will also produce larger 
increases in government 
revenues, so that the budget 
deficit itself is likely ro in¬ 
crease by less than the 
520,000m in increased spend¬ 
ing. 

But for the moment the 
analysis must rest on the 
assumption that the President's 
budget wail be accepted. It 
envisages total spending of 
5394,200m, plus spending of 
about $25,700m by special 
Government agencies and enter¬ 
prises that are not listed in the 
formal budget document. 

The total deficit will be 
about S54,000m. compared with 
an estimate for the present 
year of S85300m. 

The Administration reckons 
that the Treasury, having made 
adjustments for items carried 
forward from one year to the 
□ext and having deducted cash 
amounts resulting from special 
items, will have to go to the 
capital markets in fiscal 1977 
to borrow S53,500m. compared 
with a borrowing volume in 
the presenr fiscal year of 
S87,500m. The markets should 
be able to finance the deficit 
without too much difficulty, 
bnt the economic recovet y 
could be hampered if the def¬ 
icit is significantly increased 
by Congress and if the Federal 
Reserve system does not raise 
its present target levels for 
growth of the money supply. 

The President has also pro¬ 
posed a series of tax reduc¬ 
tions that could help com¬ 
panies. increase stock market 
investment by private individ¬ 
uals and accelerate business in¬ 
vestment in industrially 
depressed areas. All of these 
proposals are so controversial 


that their fate in Congress can¬ 
not be determined. 

The Administration’s chief 
economists, Mr Alan Greens¬ 
pan, chairman of the Council 
of Economic Advisers, and Mr 
William Simon, the Treasury 
Secretary, have impressed 
upon the President the need to 
go for only moderate growth 
to avoid a sharp rise in infla¬ 
tion which might eventually 
bring about another recession. 
The President has accepted 
these views and believes that 
the American people, too, will 
accept them in election year, 
rather than accept the more 
reflationary programme of the 
Democrats. 

Ac best the budget figures 
announced by Mr Ford axe 
rough estimates, as illustrated 
by events in fiscal year 1976, 
where the budget deficit looks 
like ending some 523,000m 
higher at S76,000m than the 
forecast made a year ago. 

However, assuming that the 
new figures are accurate, that 
Congress will accept in full the 
new budget and the new pro¬ 
grammes—and refrain from 
introducing new ones in rhe 
years ahead—then the long¬ 
term outlook for rbe American 
economy looks bright. These 
assumptions are so great that 
at best one must look at the 
Administration’s economic pro¬ 
jections as being more reflec¬ 
tive of the President’s hopes 
and as statements of his eco¬ 
nomic philosophy than as rea¬ 
listic estimates. 

The new budget contains the 
forecast that the fiscal year 
1977 deficit of S43,000m will 
be halved in 1978 and trans¬ 
formed into a modest S9,600m 
surplus in 1979 and show a 
large S75.5O0m surplus in 1981. 

Unemployment is seen as 
gradually' declining from the 
present 8 per cent level to 
average 7.7 per cent in 1976 
and 6B per cent in 1977, then 
falling steadily to 4.9 per cen>r 
in 1981. The consumer price 
index is seen as declining fro-n 
the average 1975 level of 9.1 
per cent co 6.3 per cent this 
year, 6 per cent next year and 
so down to 4 per cent in 1981. 

Finally, j^oss national pro¬ 
duct is seen as moving in real 
terms from a decline of 2 per 
cent last year to growth rates 
of 6.2 per cent tms year, 5.7 
per cent next year ’ and an 
average of about 65 per cent 
per year from the start of 1978 

Above all, the forecast dec¬ 
line in the unemployment rate 
will fail to satisfy the Dem¬ 
ocrats in Congress. 

There is now a grave danger 
that the President has taken 
such a restrictive line that 
Congress will react by forcing 
through programmes that are 
too stimulative- Such action 
would smash the hopes of 
eventual balanced budgets, 
modest inflation and sustained 
economic growth for the rest 
of the decade that are 
expressed in dais new budget.

A mild flurry of activity and 
some bemusement has been 
created by the announcement 
that an obscure Australian com¬ 
pany, Bell Bros Holdings, has 
built up a 32! per cent stake 
in the United Kingdom-based 
Emu Wine Holdings which, of 
course, triggered a mandatory 
bid under Takeover Code rules. 

Bell Bros is 82 per cent 
owned by Western Australian 
Worsted and Woollen Mills, a 
holding company and the 
vehicle of Mr M. R. H. Holmes 
± Court, a Western Australian 

entrepreneur. It is in fact the 
holding company which is 
launching the bid at 142p a 
share in cash valuing Emu at 
£2.13m. 

S. G. Warburg, the merchant 
bank acting for Emu, says that 
since the original approach 
from Western Australian Wor¬ 
sted there have been 
“genuine" inquiries from two 
other parties. 

Although United- Kingdom 
based. Emu has . most of _ its 
assets In Australia with vine¬ 
yards around Perth, along with 
some developing vineyards Co 
the north of the city. Its wines 
are brand leaders in Western 
Australia and are also exported 
to Canada. It also has cash 


assets of more than Elm In 
the United Kingdom. 

Mr Holmes a Court gained 
control of Western Australian 
in 1970, subsequently turning it 
into a holding company and 
embarking on a spending spree 
vhich has led to it buying up 
10 publicly quoted companies. 

In the process ir earned a 
reputation for seeking out asset 
rich companies. Emu seems to 
fit into that category.

Regina v Ford and Others 

Before Lord Justice Seaman, Mr 
Justice Willis and Mr Justice Male 

The language of section 53(2) 
Of the Children and Young Per¬ 
sons Act, 1933, is sufficiently wide 
to enable a court to pass a sen¬ 
tence of general deterrence on a 
child or young person in a proper 
cose.

Vrhen refusing applications for 
leave to appeal against five-year 
sentences passed at the Central 
Criminal Court (Judge Gwyn 
Morris, QC) for convictions arising 
on of bag snatching and. violence 
to women In the Brixton and Clap- 
ham districts of Loudon. The 
applications were by Gerald Ford, 
aged 16, sentenced to detention, 
and by Worrell Leonard Wright, 
aged 19, Winston Hugh Vernon, 
aged 17, and Patrick Texroy John¬ 
son, aged 17, who were sentenced 
to imprisonment. 

' Section 53(2). as amended by 
tile Criminal Justice Act, 1961. 
provides : “ Where a child or 
young person is convicted on in¬ 
dictment of any offence punish- 
able in the case of an adult with. 
Imprisonment for 14 years or 
more, not being an offence the 
sentence for which Is fixed by 
Zaw and the court is of opinion 
that none of the other methods In 
which the case may legally be 
dealt with is saleable, the court 
may sentence the offender to be 
detained for such period not ex¬ 
ceeding the maximnm term of 
imprisonment with which the 
offence is punishable in the case 
of an adult as may be specified 
in the sentence . . .**. 

' Mr Christopher Saltan for Ford ; 
Sir Ronald Rose for Wright and 
Vernon. Johnson did not appear 
- and was not represented. 

' LORD JUSTICE SCARMAN said 
tint, in November and December, 
3974. and January, 1975, women 
walking alone In the streets oE 
South London were Intimidated or 
suffered actual injury from vio¬ 
lence. The object in each- case 
was to steal property that the 
woman was c ar r yi ng on her per¬ 
son or in her bag. As a result 

of police investigation and vigi¬ 
lance a number of young men 
were brought to trial, facing an 
indictment containing 10 counts, 
some charging robbery and others 
theft. The four applicants were 
among them. 

The judge imposed deterrent 
sentences, there being no differ¬ 
entiation between the applicants 
save that the one too young to 
go to prison was sentenced to 
detention. 

It was a very serious matter to 
impose a deterrent sentence—one 
Intended to be a warning to others 
—on off aiders of the age of the 
applicants, and it was important 
to consider the nature of the 
offences. 


The offences were undoubtedly 
grave. On the date of the last, 
January 24, 1975, the police found 
almost immediately after the inci¬ 
dent three of the applicants and 
two other young men In some fiats 
near by, surrounded by bags and 
property which had been seized 
from various women. 

The robberies and thefts from 
solltaiy women on the streets of 
South Loudon indicated very 
grave criminal activities. Hie trial 
Judge had clearly thought it 
necessary by his sentences to 
make plain to other young men 

and beys that such conduct could 
not be tolerated. 

Unfortunately, in making that 
warning plain, the judge had used 
language that could be ntUcoa- 

strued as some evidence that he 
attached importance to the colour 
of the boys and of a number of 
residents in South London. His 
Lordship said that colour was 
absolutely irrelevant in criminal 
law and an absolutely irrelevant 
factor In the consideration of the 
case. Their Lordships bad no 
doubt tbat the judge, as be later 
said, was well aware of the ad¬ 
mirable conduct and family virtues 
of the great majority of the immi¬ 
grant communities in this country 
and South London in particular. 

Although the judge had used 
language which it would have been 
hotter not to have used, it did not 
follow that he was wrong in 
taking the view that the sentiences 
he passed had to be a warning 
to others. 

Mr Sallon submitted rhat Ford 
sbould have been sene to borstal 
and not made the subject of a 
detention order under section 
53(2). It was wrong in principle 
he raid, for the judge to invoke 
section 53 because only in excep¬ 
tional cases should a sentence on 
a young person be determined by 
considerations of general deter¬ 
rence ; a sentence on sneb an 
offender should be based on indi¬ 
vidual requirements and need. 

In their Lordships' view the lan¬ 
guage of section 53(2) was wide 
enough to enable the court, in a 
proper case, to pass on a child 
or young person a sentence of 
general deterrence. The governing 
words were " the court is of 
opinion that none of the other 
methods In which the case may 
legally be dealt with is suitable . 

If one was confronted with cir¬ 
cumstances or such gravity tbat 
a generally deterrent sentence Was 
necessary, it was plain that the 
court might be of opinion that no 
other method than a long period 
of detention was suitable. Never¬ 
theless, the court would not decide 
on a deterrent sentence unless and 
until it had explored every other 
way of dealing with the case and 
had weighed most carefully In 
tbe balance deterrence on the one 
side against individual treatment 


for tbe rehabilitation of the young 
offender on tbe other. 

Tbe Judge was. confronted with 
’ a' local 'situation of the utmost 
gravity. In- a part of the 
metropolis gangs of youths and 
boys were, putting women in fear 
and by intimidation and a show, 
of violence snatching - their 
property when they were -alone. 
Clearly . that conduct had to be 
seen to merit serious penalties. It 
bad to be stopped. 

It could only be stopped If 
other youths and boys realized 
what would happen to them, not 
to other people, older men, but 
to them, if they indulged in 
similar gang conduct. The judge 
could not be faulted in having 
decided that deterrent sentences 
were needed. 

Nevertheless, was Eve years For, 
Ford too long ? The court’s duty 
was to have bis welfare in mind. 
As Lord Widgery bad said In R o 
Storey (11973] 1 WLR 1045), the 
Home Secretary could act at any 
time to release a young person 
sentenced to detention. All that 
the court did In imposing five 
years’ detention under section 53 
was to fix a maximum. Once be 
was is detention be was subject 
to the control of the Home 
Secretary, who bad power to 
release him on licence at any time 
and the duty of allocating him to 
a penal institution appropriate to 
bis needs. 

The s en t en ce meant rhat those 
best qualified to assess bis 
character and plan bis rehabilita¬ 
tion would make the decision as to 
when be was to be released. No 
harm was likely to be done to the 
applicant from the sentence. 

As to tbe other applicants, it 
was Indeed a very serious thing to 
send youngsters to prison for five 
years. However, factors of 
deprivation, frustration, a degree 
of poverty from time to time lead¬ 
ing to street violence and bullying 
of solitary women could not, in 
the circumstances, lead tbe court 
into the path of mercy. 

A wanting to others could be 
blurred or confused if the sen¬ 
tence was not severe enough to 
shake public opinion generally and 
In the part of the world con¬ 
cerned. Notwithstanding that one 
was bound tn sympathize with the 
young men, sympathy could not be 
allowed to detract from, or in 
any way diminish, the deterrent 
element of die sentences. 

Although tbeJr Lordships did not 
relisb tbe responsibility of allow¬ 
ing young men to remain in prison 
under a five-year sentence, their 
duty bad to be faced. Because of 
the parole system, they would 
have something to work for If 
they wished to resume their 
liberty in less than five years.

Summary judgment for indisputable part 
of subcontractor’s claim 


Ellis Mechanical Services Ltd v 
Wates Construction Ltd 
Before Lord Denning. Master of 
the Rolls, Lord Justice Lawton 
and Lord Justice Bridge 
[judgments delivered January 20] 

Where a main building contract 
has been determined and a sub¬ 
contractor has to claim for work 
done and materials supplied under 
■ contract providing for all dis¬ 
putes to be referred to arbitra¬ 
tion, the court has jurisdiction— 
and should exercise it—under 
Order 14 of the Rules of the 
Supreme Court to give summary 
judgment for such part of the 
amount claimed as the subcon¬ 
tractor can show is indisputably 
due to Mm, leaving tbe remainder 
of the claim to go to arbitration. 

The Court of Appeal so held in 
allowing an interlocutory appeal 
by subcontractors, Ellis Mechani¬ 
cal Services Ltd, oE Garrett Lane, 
Wands words, from the order or 
Mr Justice Kiloer Brown ordering 
that all proceedings in an action 
against Wales Construction Ltd, 
™__ Nortury- London, for 
-IS, ,004, moneys due under a 
contract for work to be done and 
materials supplied, be stayed and 
that the whole of the claim be 
referred to arbitration. 

parid Kemp. QC and Mr 
Michael Fowler for Ellis; Mr 
Donald Keating, QC and Mr John 
Dyson for Wates. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said that the appeal was concerned 
blR bn *Wlng project on the 
old Hendon aerodrome where the 
Greater London Council rook re¬ 
sponsibility for erecting many 
bouses and Barnet London Borough 
a comprehensive school and other 
communin' buildings.

The main contract between the 
CLC ami Wates was for an esti- 
mated £9.500,000. granted in June 
39# 0. and the luhcnmmcc between 
Wates and Elite in November was 
fur over Elm. The GLC#Wares cun- 
tract was determined on February 
22. 1974 

That was no concern of FUis ex¬ 
cept In so far as they were en¬ 
titled to be paid in accordance 
with clause 21 nf the usual RIBA 
subcontract, which said : ** If for 
any reason the enn tractor's cm- 
p'ovment under the main contract 
is determined . . . the employment 
or the sub-contractor . . . shall 
thereupon also determine and Hie 
sub- _ oniractor shall he entitled to 
f*e paid ” by Wates for all the work 
tionr and alt the materials lie had 
on tbe site and available on Febru¬ 
ary 22. 1974. 

Ellis had been working under die 
supervision «if the GLC architects 
and engineers, who lud given cer¬ 
tificate!:. The last interim certifi¬ 
cate in January. 1974, showed 
nearly £700.000. Much had been 
paid : but £52,437 had been re¬ 
lumed as against Ellis In the terms 
of the contract. Elite considered 
that they ought tn be paid that 
sum. but Wates refused. No doubt 
they were still arguing things out 
with the GLC.

By November, 1974, Ellis had 
worked out that they were entitled 
to £187,004. They issued a writ 
and applied for judgment under 
Order 14. Realizing that arguments 
might arise if they claimed the 
whole amount, they claimed the 
£52,437 on tbe ground tbat there 
was no defence to that claim ; and 
they were ready to refer the bal¬ 
ance of the amount claimed to be 
due to arbitration, as provided 
under the contract. 

Master Bickford-Smith gave 
them judgment under Order 14 
for £52,437 and granted Wates 
leave to defend the action as to 
the balance but that by consent 
ft was to go to arbitration. But 
on appeal tbe judge allowed 
Wales's appeal, set aside tbe 
judgment, and referred the whole 
thing to arbitration. 

A point nf procedure bad arisen 
on the appeal because Ellis, 
thought that they could not appeal 
against tbe virtually uncondi¬ 
tional leave to defend granted by 
tbe judge and so asked that the 
action be stayed on condition tbat 
Wates paid cbe £52.437. 

His Lordship would say at once 
that an appeal was competent 
from the judge’s decision and 
leave should be given to amend 
tbe notice of appeal, so that the 
court. If it thought right, could 
give judgment for such amount 
as was undoubtedly due to Ellis, 
letting the remainder of the claim 
go to arbitration. 

Although the contract contained 
a general arbitration clause under 
which any dispute was to go to 
arbitration, his Lordship con¬ 
sidered that If a plaintiff in a 
case like the present applied for 
summary judgment under Order 14 
for such sum as appeared to be 
indisputably due—even if it was 
nut exactly quantified—and the 
derendant did not admit all oF it. 
the court could give judgment for 
the part and refer the balance to 
arbitration. The defendant could 
tint insist that the whole thing 
should go to arbitration simply by 
saving there was dispute about it 

Was the £52,437 indisputably 
due ? Affidavits and accounts 
showed the final valuations agreed 
by the GLC. the ultimate pay¬ 
masters for the subcontract work. 

Mr Keating, for Wates. said that 
thu valuations were not binding 
nn his clients; that the figures 
were unreliable ; that there were 
numerous errors or possible 
errors : and that he ought to have 
leave la defend as to the whole 
amount. He relied on Control 
Discount Corporation v Furlone 
111948] 1 All ER 2741 which said 
that when the defendant did not 
know the state nf the plaintiff’s 
accounts he shoald have leave to 
defend as to the whole amount. 

That was all very well: but aQ 
those with experience of building 
ca-.es knew that almost invariably 
something more bad to be done- 
bur that in most cases it could be 
said with certainty that £X was 
due. In such cases the court could 
give judgment for £X with leave 
to defend as to the balance. 

Unless that were possible, 
builders and contractors would 
be kept out of a great pan of their 
money by the employers simplv 
saying “ I want to investigate all 
the accounts ". The court would 


not allow builders to be kept out 
of their money on such an excuse 
unless it was really borne out on 
the material before the court. 

That was the present case. When 
the writ was issued Ellis had put 
the final account at £187,004 but 
modifications gave a figure of 
£100,000 for the court to consider. 

Mr Keating, in answer, said that 
be could challenge much of that 
£100.000. But in making that chal¬ 
lenge he had really been making 
bricks without straw ; he did not 
have an engineer or surveyor who 
knew anything about the work 
done by EUls. 

Looking at die matter broadly, 
it was as plain as could be that at 
least £52,437 was due to tbe sub¬ 
contractors and ought to be paid 
to them under clause 21 ; and as 
a matter of commonsense pro¬ 
cedure there sbould be judgment 
for that sum and tbe rest of the 
matters in dispute should go to 
arbitration. Tbe appeal sbould be 
allowed. 

LORD JUSTICE LAWTON said 
that one demerit of our system of 
justice was tbat because of our 
rules of procedure an arbitration 
under a building contract of the 
present size was likely to take 
years. The courts were alive to 
what happened. Cases went to 
arbitration or an official referee, 
dragged on and on, and the cash 
flow was beld up so tbat in tbe 
end there was some kind of com¬ 
promise. very often not based on 
tbe merits of the case but on the 
economic situation of one of the 
parties. 

Tbat sort of result should be 
avoided if possible. It could be 
avoided if the courts adopted a 
robust approach, as tbe master 
had done, to tbe jurisdiction under 
Order 14. That degree of robust¬ 
ness. applied to the present case, 
showed that there was nothing in 
the defence in so far as it re¬ 
lated to £52,437. for which sum¬ 
mary judgment should therefore 
be given. 

LORD JUSTICE BRIDGE, con¬ 
curring. said that though he 
would hesitate to use the epithet 
" robust ”, the test was whether 
it was established on the evidence 
beyond reasonable doubt that at 
least £X was presently due from 
the defendant to the plaintiff. If 
Ellis were putting forward their 
own accounts and calculations 
there might be great force in Mr 
Keating's criticism of their claim. 
But the solid grounds on which 
Ellis made their claim were the 
valuations and accounts of inde¬ 
pendent consultative engineers 
and the treasurer of the GLC, the 
ultimate paymaster. They were in 
an independent position in which 
it could reasonably be expected 
that they would not agree valua¬ 
tions in favour of Ellis. Making 
ail allowances for a real area of 
dispute on the extent of defective 
work which might need to be 
remedied, his Lordship found it 
inconceivable that the figure due 
from Wates could be brought down 
to anything below £52,437—the 
only figure for which the court 
was asked to give judgment. 

Leave to appeal was refused.
